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The  Board  of  Gas  and  Electric  Light  Commissioners  respect- 
fully submits  its  nineteenth  annual  report. 

There  are  now  under  the  supervision  of  the  Board  one^hun- 
dred  and  forty-five  companies,  and  the  gas  or  electric  plants  of 
fifteen  towns  and  three  cities.  Of  the  companies,  forty-eight 
are  engaged  in  the  supply  of  gas  only,  twenty-five  in  the  sup- 
ply of  both  gas  and  electric  light,  and  seventy -two  supply  only 
electricity.  Of  the  municipalities,  four  have  plants  for  the  sup- 
ply of  gas  and  electricity,  the  others  supply  electricity  only. 

The  following  table  gives  the  names  of  companies  chartered 
under  the  general  law  during  the  year  1903,  with  gas  or  elec- 
tric lighting  powers,  with  the  amount  of  capital  and  location 
of  each,  as  stated  in  their  charters  :  — 

Douglas  Electric  Company,  $7,500  Douglas. 

Upton  Electric  Company,   7,500  Upton. 

The  Greene  Electric  Light,  Power  and  Manufactur- 
ing Company,    16,000    Ash  burn  ham. 

Manchester  Electric  Company,  ....  116,500  Manchester. 
The  Foxboro'  Electric  Company,  ....  16,500  Foxborough. 
Worcester  County  Gas  Company,  ....    150,000  Boston. 

The  Nantucket  Gas  Light  Company  has  been  known  since 
August  10  as  the  Nantucket  Gas  and  Electric  Company,  having 
changed  its  name  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section 
9  of  chapter  109  of  the  Eevised  Laws.  This  company,  having 
been  authorized  by  this  Board  to  engage  in  the  business  of 
supplying  electricity  for  light,  heat  and  power  in  the  town  of 
Nantucket,  has  purchased  all  the  property,  rights  and  franchises 
of  the  Nantucket  Electric  Company. 

The  Worcester  County  Gas  Company  is  organized  for  the 
purpose  of  "  making,  selling  and  distributing  gas  for  light  or 
for  heating,  cooking,  chemical  and  mechanical  purposes,  and 
of  generating  and  furnishing  electricity  for  light  and  power.'' 

Mr.  L.  E.  Coolidge  began  to  operate  an  electric  light  plant 
in  Woodville  for  the  supply  of  commercial  lights  some  time  in 
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February  or  March,  1900,  and  began  to  light  the  streets  on 
May  1  of  that  year.  Since  his  death,  on  February  13,  the 
same  business  has  been  conducted  in  the  name  of  his  estate. 

Mr.  W.  O.  Loveland  began  to  supply  commercial  lights  in 
Ashby  on  January  31  and  street  lights  on  April  8. 

Mr.  G.  H.  Turner  began  to  supply  commercial  and  street 
lights  in  Charlemont  on  May  1,  1901. 

The  Mill  River  Electric  Light  Company  started  its  works  on 
March  1  for  the  supply  of  street  and  commercial  lights  in  the 
town  of  Williamsburg. 

The  Billerica  Electric  Company  transferred  its  plant  and 
business  on  January  31  to  the  Lowell  Electric  Light  Corpora- 
tion, which  has  since  that  date  supplied  electricity  for  light 
and  power  in  the  town  of  Billerica. 

During  the  year  the  Church  Green  Electric  Light  and  Power 
Company  of  Boston,  the  Greendale  Chemical  and  Electric 
Light  Company  of  Needham,  and  the  Blue  Hill,  Dedham,  Mil- 
ton, Natick  and  Framingham  electric  companies  have  sold  their 
plants  and  transferred  their  business  to  the  Edison  Electric 
Illuminating  Company  of  Boston.  These  transfers  took  place 
in  the  case  of  the  Church  Green  on  May  1,  the  Greendale  on 
August  3,  and  the  others  on  July  1.  Since  these  dates  the 
Edison  company  has  been  the  only  company  engaged  in  the 
supply  of  electric  lighting  in  the  districts  formerly  supplied  by 
the  companies  named. 

The  Lawrence  Gas  Company  having  been  authorized  by  this 
Board  on  July  22  to  engage  in  the  business  of  supplying  elec- 
tricity for  light  and  power  in  the  town  of  Andover,  purchased 
all  the  property,  rights  and  franchises  of  the  Andover  Electric- 
Company.  The  transfer  was  made  on  August  31,  and  since 
that  date  the  Lawrence  Gas  Company  has  been  the  only  com- 
pany supplying  electricity  for  light  and  power  in  the  town  of 
Andover. 

The  Weston  Electric  Company,  having  been  authorized  to 
supply  electric  lights  in  a  portion  of  the  town  of  Way  land  by 
a  decision  of  this  Board  on  an  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the 
selectmen,  began  such  supply  for  street  lights  on  February  1 
and  for  commercial  purposes  on  February  14. 

The  Blackstone  Electric  Light  Company  began  on  July  1  to 
purchase  its  electricity  from  the  Woonsocket  Electric  Light  and 
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Power  Company  of  Woonsockct,  K.  I.,  under  a  contract  for  a 
term  of  years. 

The  Grafton  Electric  Company,  which  had  formerly  pur- 
chased of  the  Millbury  company,  began  to  buy  its  electricity 
from  the  Uxbridge  &  Northbridge  Electric  Company  on  Jan- 
uary 18,  and  the  Millbury  Electric  Company  began  to  pur- 
chase from  the  same  company  on  January  14. 

The  Adams  Gas  Light  Company,  soon  after  its  purchase  of 
the  Adams  Electric  Light  and  Power  Company,  began  to  buy 
a  portion  of  its  electric  current  from  the  North  Adams  Gas 
Light  Company,  and  since  some  time  in  September,  has  bought 
all  its  electricity  from  that  company.  The  Williamstown  Gas 
Company,  having  authority  under  its  charter  to  supply  electric 
light,  began  this  business  on  December  24.  It  purchases  its 
current  from  the  North  Adams  Gas  Light  Company.  This 
company  on  December  31  closed  the  works  from  which  it  has 
heretofore  distributed  only  oil  gas,  and  since  that  date  has  sup- 
plied coal  gas,  which  it  buys  from  the  North  Adams  Company. 
Pipes  have  been  laid  to  connect  the  works  of  the  Adams  and 
North  Adams  companies,  and  arrangements  have  been  nearly 
completed  to  enable  the  former  company  to  purchase  its  gas 
from  the  latter. 

The  Upton  and  Douglas  electric  companies  have  secured  in 
their  respective  towns  permission  to  set  poles,  and  the  building 
of  the  lines  in  Douglas  was  begun  in  December. 

The  Milford,  Pittsfield,  Plymouth  and  Rawson  electric  com- 
panies have  continued  during  the  year  to  purchase  current  as 
described  in  the  last  report  of  the  Board. 

The  Hudson  Gas  Light  Company  began  to  supply  gas  in  the 
town  of  Hudson  on  October  12.  This  company  buys  all  its 
gas  from  the  Marlborough  Gas  Light  Company.  The  Sunder- 
land Gas  Company  began  to  supply  gas  in  the  town  of  Sunder- 
land on  December  6. 

The  incorporators  named  in  chapter  417  of  the  Acts  of  1903 
(see  Appendix  C)  have  organized,  as  therein  authorized,  the 
Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company,  and  in  accordance  with  the 
terms  of  its  charter  have  applied  to  this  Board  for  the  approval 
of  an  issue  of  stock  to  enable  it  to  purchase  the  properties, 
rights  and  franchises  of  the  Boston  Gas  Light  Company,  the 
Brookline  Gas  Light  Company,  the  Bay  State  Gas  Company, 
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the  Roxbuty  Gas  Light  Company,  the  South  Boston  Gas  Light 
Company,  the  Dorchester  Gas  Light  Company,  the  Jamaica 
Plain  Gas  Light  Company  and  the  Massachusetts  Pipe  Line 
Gas  Company. 

Electric  Meter  Testing. 
The  testing  of  electric  meters  upon  the  request  of  customers 
or  companies,  under  authority  of  sections  36  and  37  of  chapter 
121  of  the  Revised  Laws,  has  been  continued  with  the  same 
regulations  and  the  same  expert  assistance  as  heretofore.  In 
the  six  months  of  1901  during  which  the  law  was  in  force,  sis 
meters  were  inspected  ;  seven  were  inspected  during  the  year 
1902,  and  twenty-nine  during  the  year  1903.  The  results  of 
the  inspections  in  1903  are  shown  in  the  following  table  :  —

$158.20.  The  fees  received  from  applicants  for  meters  exam- 
ined amount  to  $70,  all  of  which  has  been  paid  to  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Commonwealth.  The  Board  has  collected  from  two  com- 
panies and  returned  to  the  applicants  $5  for  inspections  Nos. 
35  and  41.  Inspections  19  and  23  were  made  upon  the  request 
and  at  the  initial  expense  of  the  companies. 

Gas  and  Gas  Meter  Inspection. 
•December  31  closed  the  first  full  year  of  the  work  of  inspect- 
ing gas  and  gas  meters  under  the  authority  of  this  Board.  It 
has  been  conducted  with  the  same  expert  force  which  was 
employed  by  the  Board  in  the  year  1902. 

Gas  Inspection. 

No  change  has  been  made  during  the  year  in  the  statutory 
requirements  or  the  regulations  of  the  Board  with  respect  to 
the  standards  and  method  of  conducting  examinations  for 
candle-power  and  for  impurities.  The  law  requires  that  the 
gas  shall  give  not  less  light  than  16  standard  English  candles, 
and  contain  not  more  than  20  grains  of  sulphur  or  10  grains 
of  ammonia  per  hundred  cubic  feet,  and  no  sulphuretted  hydro- 
gen. In  accordance  with  the  statutory  requirement  that  the 
gas  shall  be  tested  with  a  burner  best  adapted  to  it,  which  is 
at  the  same  time  suitable  for  domestic  use,  the  Board  has  con- 
tinued the  use  of  the  D,  E  and  F  sizes  old  style  and  F  size 
new  style  Sugg's  London  Argand  burner,  that  having  been 
found  most  suitable  for  coal,  mixed  and  low  candle-power 
water  gases  ;  while  for  the  higher  candle-power  water  gas  and 
oil  gas  the  Sugg's  table-top  tip  open  burner  and  a  small  iron 
tip  open  burner  have  been  used. 

There  were  951  inspections  made  during  the  year,  including 
those  of  gas  supplied  by  municipal  plants.  Of  this  number, 
279  were  made  by  the  chief  inspector.  During  the  year  sta- 
tionary photometers  have  been  installed  in  Attleborough,  New- 
burvport,  Pittsfield  and  Westfield. 

The  following  tables  contain  the  data  obtained  by  these 
examinations.  For  convenience  of  comparison  the  companies 
are  divided  into  three  classes,  those  having  five  inspections  or 
more  during  the  year,  those  having  less  than  five,  and  the  oil- 
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gas  companies.  In  the  ammonia  column,  1.  —  means  that  the 
gas  was  found  to  contain  less  than  one  grain,  the  fractional 
amount  not  having  been  determined.

Gas  Meter  Inspection. 
From  Jan.  1  to  Dec.  31,  1903,  there  were  42,518  meters 
inspected,  a  decrease  of  170  from  the  number  examined  dur- 
ing the  preceding  year.  Of  these,  1,200  were  what  are  known 
as  "  complaint"  meters,  the  others  being  new  or  recently 
repaired  meters.  The  following  table  exhibits  a  comparison 
of  the  number  of  meters  inspected  during  five  years,  the  earlier 
data  being  taken  from  the  annual  reports  of  the  inspection  de- 
partment :  —

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Three  meter  provers  have  been  calibrated  and  fourteen  pho- 
tometer meters  examined  and  graduated. 

Meters  which  pass  inspection  are  stamped  with  a  brass 
badge  and  a  wax  seal,  which  give  the  inspection  number  and 
the  date.  These  are  so  placed  that  the  rate  of  registration 
cannot  be  changed  unless  both  are  mutilated.  Whenever 
meters  are  opened  for  any  purpose  they  must  be  again  tested 
before  being  placed  in  use  by  the  company. 

Complaint  meters  are  those  which,  being  in  use,  are  sus- 
pected of  registering  incorrectly.  Of  such  meters,  1,200  were 
inspected  during  the  year,  as  compared  with  996  in  1902. 
Of  these,  5  would  not  register.  The  average  error  of  the 
remaining  1,195  meters  was  1.28  per  cent.  fast.  Five  hun- 
dred and  forty-one  meters,  or  45.1  per  cent,  of  the  total  num- 
ber reinspected,  were  fast,  the  average  error  being  4.84  per 
cent.  One  hundred  and  nineteen  meters,  or  9.9  per  cent,  of 
the  total  number  reinspected,  were  slow,  the  average  error 
being  10.07  per  cent.  Five  hundred  and  thirty-five  meters, 
or  44.6  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  reinspected,  were  correct 
within  the  legal  limits  ;  that  is,  they  were  not  over  2  percent, 
fast  or  2  per  cent.  slow.  Of  the  fast  meters,  390  registered 
between  2  and  5  per  cent,  fast,  136  between  5  and  10  per  cent., 
13  between  10  and  15  per' cent.,  2  betw  een  15  and  20  per  cent. 
Of  the  slow  meters,  78  registered  between  2  and  5  per  cent, 
slow,  29  between  5  and  10  per  cent.,  4  between  10  and  15  per 
cent.,  1  between  15  and  20  per  cent,  and  1  each  21,  50,  55, 
65,  83,  86  and  275  per  cent.  slow. 

A  meter  is  said  to  be  fast  when  it  registers  more  gas  than  it 
passes  ;  that  is,  since  the  bill  is  made  up  from  the  reading  of 
the  register,  when  a  meter  is  fast,  the  consumer  is  paying  for 
more  gas  than  he  actually  uses.  When  a  meter  is  slow,  exactly 
the  reverse  of  the  above  is  true,  that  is,  the  meter  registers  Jess 
gas  than  it  passes,  and  so  the  consumer  is  not  paying  for  all 
the  o-as  that  he  uses. 

In  calculating  these  percentages,  the  register  of  the  meter 
is  taken  as  the  starting-point ;  that  is,  if  the  register  is  1  foot 
and  the  amount  of  gas  actually  passed  is  1  foot,  the  meter  is 
absolutely  correct.  If  the  register  is  1  foot  and  the  amount  of 
gas  actually  passed  is  1.1  feet,  it  will  be  readily  seen  that  the 
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error  is  .1  foot  or  10  per  cent,  of  the  amount  registered,  or 
the  meter  is  10  per  cent.  slow.  So,  if  the  register  is  1  foot 
and  the  amount  passed  2  feet,  the  error  is  10  times  as  great 
as  in  the  case  just  cited,  and  so  the  meter  must  be  100  per 
cent.  slow.  This  explains  how  we  can  have  a  meter  275  per 
cent.  slow.  This  meter  registered  1  foot,  and  actually  passed 
3.75  feet,  so  the  error  was  27.5  times  as  great  as  in  the 
case  cited  above,  where  1  foot  was  registered  and  1.1  feet 


If  a  meter  registers  1  foot  and  only  passes  .  9  foot  the  error 
is  .1  foot,  and  the  meter  is  10  per  cent.  fast.  Now,  in  order 
to  have  a  meter  100  per  cent,  fast,  it  would  be  necessary  for  it 
to  register  1  foot  and  pass  no  gas  at  all.  If  this  were  a  pos- 
sible case  the  gear  of  the  register  would  be  moving  without 
the  passage  of  any  gas  and  from  some  other  cause. 

A  more  detailed  statement  of  the  meter-testing  work  appears 
in  the  following  financial  statement  for  the  year  ending  Dec. 
31,  1903  :  —

For  the  more  efficient  conduct  of  this  portion  of  the  Board's 
work,  we  recommend  that  the  appropriation  for  the  compensa- 
tion of  inspectors  and  deputies  and  for  incidental  expenses  be 
increased,  and  that  the  authority  to  fix  the  compensation  of 
the  inspectors  be  given  to  the  Board. 

Petitions  of  Gas  Companies  en  Lawrence  and  Nantucket. 

Two  applications  have  been  made  to  the  Board  by  gas  com- 
panies for  permission  to  engage  in  the  business  of  supplying 
electricity,  one  by  the  Lawrence  Gas  Company  and  the  other 
by  the  Nantucket  Gas  Light  Company,  now  the  Nantucket 
Gas  and  Electric  Light  Company.  In  the  former  it  was  pro- 
posed that  the  Lawrence  company  should  combine  with  its 
large  electric  business  already  established  the  supply  of  elec- 
tricity in  the  small  town  of  Andover,  with  the  same  prices 
and  the  same  quality  of  service  as  were  given  to  its  other 
customers.  Prior  to  the  decision,  a  contract  was  made  for  the 
purchase  of  all  the  property,  rights  and  franchises  of  the 
Andover  Electric  Company.  The  following  was  adopted  by 
the  Board  :  — 

Ordered,  That  the  Lawrence  Gas  Company  is  hereby  authorized  to 
engage  in  the  business  of  generating  and  furnishing  electricity  for 
light,  heat  and  power  in  the  town  of  Andover,  and  that  said  company 
within  three  months  from  the  date  hereof  procure  a  plant  erected  and 
equipped  for  generating  and  distributing,  in  said  town,  electricity  for 
light,  heat  and  power,  with  a  capacity  of  not  less  than  one  hundred 
kilowatts.    (July  22.) 

The  plant  was  examined  on  behalf  of  the  Board  and  approved 

on  October  22.

On  the  petition  of  the  Xantucket  company,  a  public  hearing 
was  given  in  the  town  of  Xantucket.  The  experience  of  the 
gas  company  and  the  electric  company  in  this  town  seemed  to 
show  that  neither  could  be  successfully  conducted  as  inde- 
pendent companies.  There  was  reason  to  believe  that,  if 
combined  under  one  management  upon  practically  the  same 
location,  they  might  be  carried  on  with  much  greater  satisfac- 
tion to  their  owners  and  their  customers.  Substantial  expend- 
itures to  aid  in  realizing  these  results  had  been  inaugurated 
before  the  formal  action  by  the  Board  which  adopted  the  fol- 
lowing :  — 

Ordered,  That  the  Nantucket  Gas  Light  Company  is  hereby  au- 
thorized to  engage  in  the  business  of  generating  and  furnishing  elec- 
tricity for  light,  heat  and  power  in  the  town  of  Nantucket,  and  that 
said  company  within  three  months  from  the  date  hereof  procure  a 
plant  erected  and  equipped  for  generating  and  distributing  electricity, 
for  light,  heat  and  power,  with  a  capacity  of  not  less  than  one  hun- 
dred kilowatts.    (July  22.) 

The  work  of  construction  not  having  been  completed  prior 
to  October  22,  the  time  was  extended  for  three  months  from 
that  date. 

Petitions  of  the  Nobth  Adams  and  Pitt.sk  i  el  i>  Com- 
panies. 

In  the  cases  of  these  two  companies  the  legislative  acts 
amending  their  charters  so  as  to  enlarge  the  territory  in 
which  each  might  carry  on  its  business  were  made  effective 
only  after  the  approval  of  this  Board. 

After  a  public  hearing  in  each  case  the  Board  passed  the 
following  orders  :  — 

North  Adams  Gas  Light  Company. 

Whereas,  By  chapter  93  of  the  acts  of  the  current  year,  the  North 
Adams  Gas  Light  Company  was  authorized,  upon  the  approval  of  the 
board  of  selectmen  of  the  town  of  Clarksburg  and  of  the  Board  of 
Gas  and  Electric  Light  Commissioners,  to  carry  on  the  business  of 
furnishing  gas  and  electricity  for  heat,  light  and  power  in  the  town 
of  Clarksburg  ;  and 

Whereas,  It  appears  that  the  approval  of  the  board  of  selectmen 
of  the  town  of  Clarksburg  has  been  given  ;  it  is  hereby  — 
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Ordered,  That  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Gas  and  Electric  Light 
Commissioners  contemplated  by  said  act  is  hereby  given  to  complete 
the  authorization  of  the  North  Adams  Gas  Light  Company  to  carry 
on  the  business  of  furnishing  gas  and  electricity  for  heat,  light  and 
power  in  said  town  of  Clarksburg.    (April  21.) 

Pittsfteld  Coal  Gas  Company. 

Whereas,  By  chapter  159  of  the  acts  of  the  current  year  the  Pitts- 
field  Coal  Gas  Company  was  authorized,  upon  the  approval  of  the 
Board  of  Gas  and  Electric  Light  Commissioners  and  with  the  consent 
of  the  selectmen  of  the  town  of  Dalton,  to  furnish  gas  and  electricity 
for  heat,  light  and  power  in  the  town  of  Dalton  ;  and 

Whereas,  It  appears  that  the  selectmen  of  Dalton  have  in  writing 
consented  that  the  said  company  may  carry  on  the  business  of  fur- 
nishing gas  for  heat,  light  and  power  in  said  town  ;  it  is  hereby  — 

Ordered,  That  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Gas  and  Electric  Light 
Commissioners  contemplated  by  said  act  is  hereby  given,  but  only  so 
far  as  to  authorize  said  Pittsfield  Coal  Gas  Company  to  furnish  gas 
for  heat,  light  and  power  in  said  town  of  Dalton.    (April  21.) 

Petition  of  the  People's  Gas  and  Electric  Company  of 

Stone ham. 

This  petition  was  brought  under  the  following  section  of 
chapter  289  of  the  Acts  of  1903  :  — 

The  board  of  gas  and  electric  light  commissioners  is  hereby 
authorized  to  license  the  People's  Gas  and  Electric  Company  of 
Stoneham  to  make  and  sell  gas  for  light,  heat  or  power,  of  such 
candle-power  and  for  such  time  as  said  board  may  determine,  and  the 
board  may  renew  such  license  at  the  expiration  thereof.  After  receiv- 
ing such  license  and  during  the  time  or  times  mentioned  therein,  said 
company  shall  be  exempt  from  any  penalty  or  prohibition  provided  in 
section  fourteen  of  chapter  fifty-eight  of  the  Revised  Laws  relating  to 
candle-power,  and  also  from  the  requirements  of  section  eighty  of 
chapter  one  hundred  and  ten  relative  to  a  chimney  or  a  flue. 

Section  14  of  chapter  58  of  the  Revised  Laws  practically 
requires  the  company  to  distribute  gas  of  not  less  than  sixteen 
candle-power.  Section  80  of  chapter  110  requires  that  gas 
sold  by  companies  organized  for  the  purpose  of  selling  gas  for 
heating,  cooking,  chemical  and  mechanical  purposes,  when  used 
for  such  purposes,  if  it  is  not  illuminating  gas,  as  described  in 
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section  14,  quoted  above,  shall  not  be  used  for  domestic  pur- 
poses unless  connected  with  a  chimney  or  flue  having  direct 
connection  with  the  open  air. 

The  petitioning  company  is  organized  under  section  11  of 
chapter  106  of  the  Public  Statutes  for  the  purpose  of  making 
and  selling  gas  for  light.  It  asks  the  Board  for  a  license  to 
make  and  sell  a  gas  for  light,  heat  and  power,  which  the  com- 
pany designates  as  4  4  fuel  gas,"  under  a  method  of  manufacture 
which  it  has  been  using  since  Aug.  1,  1902.  The  process 
employed  is  similar  in  most  of  its  essentials  to  that  commonly 
used  for  the  manufacture  of  illuminating  water  gas,  but  differs 
sufficiently  in  its  arrangement  and  manipulation  to  make  it 
unlike  any  other  now  employed  in  this  State  or  elsewhere,  so 
far  as  the  Board  is  aware.  The  gas  produced  is  admittedly 
below  the  standard  now  fixed  by  law.  According  to  tests 
made  by  the  Board,  it  gives  only  seven  or  eight  candles  ;  and, 
while  it  may  be  readily  employed  for  heating  and  cooking 
purposes,  it  is  but  little  used  for  lighting  except  with  some 
type  of  incandescent  burner  or  mantle,  using  for  these  pur- 
poses a  somewhat  larger  quantity  to  accomplish  the  same  re- 
sults than  would  be  required  if  the  gas  were  of  the  standard 
candle-power. 

Prior  to  the  introduction  of  this  process  the  company  was 
supplying  an  oil  gas  or  carburetted  water  gas  of  the  legal  stand- 
ard, at  $2.25  per  thousand.  Owing  to  the  very  limited  output 
and  the  high  cost,  the  business  was  unsatisfactory.  Upon  the 
introduction  of  the  gas  now  supplied  the  price  was  reduced  to 
$1,  which  is  the  present  price.  The  experience  of  the  com- 
pany seems  to  have  demonstrated  that  it  cannot  distribute  in 
the  town  of  Stoneham  gas  of  the  standard  quality  even  at  the 
former  price,  and  receive  a  fair  return  upon  its  investment ;  but 
that  it  may  be  able  to  supply  at  the  present  price  the  quality 
now  produced  in  its  works,  and  to  which  the  petition  applies. 
There  was  a  notable  absence  of  consumers  at  the  hearing,  which 
was  held  in  Stoneham  ;  but  it  was  earnestly  represented  to  the 
Board  that  the  supply  was  giving  unqualified  satisfaction,  and 
that  there  was  a  general  public  desire  that  the  method  in  use 
should  be  continued. 

There  are  probably  few  communities  where  a  permanent  sup- 
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ply  of  such  gas  would  be  regarded  as  satisfactory  ;  hut  the 
Board  is  disposed  to  believe  that  while  present  conditions  shall 
continue  such  light  may  be  acceptable,  when  both  price  and 
quality  are  considered,  to  consumers  in  Stoneham.  While  the 
Board  might  hesitate  to  grant  an  unlimited  authority  for  the 
sale  of  this  gas,  the  present  interests  of  this  community  may 
justify  such  authorization  for  a  limited  period.  It  developed 
at  the  hearing  that  the  company  would  not  be  seriously  incon- 
venienced if  the  authority  asked  should  be  granted  for  a  year 
only.  Such  limit  may  be  regarded  as  imposed  without  preju- 
dice to  an  extension  and  renewal  of  the  rights  given,  but  will 
afford  an  opportunity  to  consider,  after  a  reasonable  interval, 
whether  the  conditions  which  seem  to  justify  the  Board  in 
its  action  are  likely  to  continue.  The  Board  adopted  the 
following  :  — 

Ordered,  That  a  license  be  and  is  hereby  granted  to  the  People's 
Gas  and  Electric  Company  of  Stoneham,  for  the  term  of  one  year 
from  the  date  hereof,  to  make  and  sell  gas  for  light,  heat  or  power  of 
not  less  than  six  candle-power.    (November  24.) 

Haverhill  Appeal. 

This  was  an  appeal  by  the  Haverhill  Electric  Company  from 
a  decision  of  the  board  of  aldermen  of  Haverhill  in  favor  of  the 
Haverhill  Qluminating  Company. 

The  Haverhill  Electric  Company  received  its  charter  in  1888, 
succeeded  soon  after  to  the  property  and  business  of  the  Essex 
Electric  Company,  and  since  that  time  has  been  continuously 
engaged  in  the  supply  of  electricity  for  light  and  power  to  the 
city  of  Haverhill  and  its  residents.  At  the  date  of  this  appeal 
it  was  supplying  the  city  for  street  lighting  with  arc  lights  of 
nominal  2,000  candle-power,  in  accord  with  the  terms  <»t'  a 
contract  which  had  recently  expired. 

Some  time  before  the  expiration  of  this  contract  the  city 
advertised  for  bids  for  the  street  lighting.  In  response  to  this 
invitation  the  Haverhill  Electric  Company  submitted  its  bid  of 
32  cents  per  light  per  night;  and  certain  other  people,  resi- 
dents and  non-residents  of  Haverhill,  submitted  a  bid  on  the 
basis  of  23.15  cents  for  a  like  service.  The  latter  bid  was 
accepted  by  the  city  on  certain  conditions;  and  in  partial  fill- 
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fillment  of  these,  the  bidders,  having  become  incorporated  as 
the  Haverhill  Illuminating  Company,  applied  to  the  mayor 
and  aldermen  for  the  general  right'  to  carry  on  the  business  of 
supplying  electric  light  and  power  in  the  city.  The  aldermen 
voted  to  grant  this  privilege,  and  it  is  from  that  decision  that 
this  appeal  was  taken. 

There  was  a  protracted  hearing  before  this  Board  in  Haver- 
hill, at  which  the  city  and  both  companies  Avere  represented 
by  counsel.  The  comparative  ability  of  the  two  companies  to 
satisfactorily  supply  the  city  and  citizens  with  electric  light 
was  considered  at  length.  There  was  no  serious  attempt  to 
show  that  the  serv  ice  of  the  existing  company  in  any  depart- 
ment of  its  business  had  been  poor,  or  that  its  prices  for  com- 
mercial lights  were  unreasonably  high.  The  evidence  showed 
that  its  equipment  was  practically  as  efficient  and  economical 
for  the  class  of  work  required  of  it  as  that  which  the  new  corn- 
pan}'  proposed  to  install.  Its  management,  which  has  been 
unchanged  for  several  years,  is  composed  of  residents  of  Haver- 
hill, who  are  presumably  familiar  with  the  needs  of  the  com- 
munity. 

There  appeared  to  be  nothing  in  either  the  management  or 
the  proposed  equipment  of  the  new  company  which  would 
enable  it  for  any  length  of  time  to  successfully  supply  elec- 
tricity at  lower  prices  or  with  greater  public  satisfaction  than 
might  be  done  by  the  existing  company.  There  was  no  offer 
by  the  new  company  relative  to  commercial  lighting,  either  as 
to  prices  or  volume  of  business  to  be  undertaken,  except  that 
it  would  probably  desire  to  do  such  business  in  the  central  and 
more  densely  occupied  sections  of  the  city.  There  was  no 
claim  by  the  new  company  that  it  would  supply  either  com- 
mercial lights  or  [lower  at  less  than  the  price's  charged  by  the 
old  company.  The  present  company  had  invested  in  the  busi- 
ness about  $250,000,  while  the  new  company  proposed  to  invest 
about  $150,000.  It  is  more  than  probable  that  the  proposed 
investment  would  be  found  too  small  to  cany  on  a  business  of 
equal  volume  with  that  now  done,  and  it  is,  therefore,  very 
doubtful  if  the  new  company  contemplated  an  equal  exten- 
sion of  its  business.  The  new  company  rested  its  case  almost 
entirely  upon  the  fact  that  it  had  offered  to  do  street  lighting 
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at  a  price  which  would  be  about  $6,000  per  year  less  than  the 
offer  of  the  existing  company. 

There  was  no  attempt  to  show  that  there  would  be  any 
profit  in  the  proposition  of  the  new  company.  The  effect  of 
the  testimony,  as  a  whole,  on  this  point  was  practically  an 
admission  by  the  new  company  that  its  offer  would  be  un- 
profitable. Under  these  conditions  it  becomes  important  to 
consider  what  will  be  the  probable  result  to  the  city  as  a  whole 
from  the  admission  of  a  second  company,  which  has  no  superior 
advantages  in  equipment  or  managerial  experience,  which  is 
practically  silent  as  to  plans  about  its  commercial  lighting, 
and  which  seeks  admission  solely  upon  the  ground  of  its  will- 
ingness to  supply  street  lighting  at  an  unprofitable  price. 

Experience  shows  that  the  exploitation  of  a  new  company  in 
a  territory  already  occupied  does  not  necessarily  depend  for  its 
financial  success  upon  the  sale  of  electricity  to  the  city  and  its 
citizens.  That  is  by  no  means  the  only  source  of  profit  to  such 
company.  It  has  been  repeatedly  demonstrated  that  the  profits 
of  a  new  concern  do  not  so  much  depend  upon  its  dealings  with 
the  public  as  upon  the  relations  which  it  may  be  able  to  estab- 
lish with  the  company  first  in  the  field. 

If  the  request  of  the  new  company  be  granted,  it  may  natur- 
ally be  expected  that  for  a  time  both  city  and  commercial 
lighting  will  be  offered  by  both  companies  at  considerably  less 
than  present  rates,  but  such  competition,  under  the  conditions 
in  this  case,  is  sure  to  be  expensive,  even  though  for  a  time 
apparently  economical  or  profitable.  We  may  confidently  ex- 
pect, first  losses,  then  profits  ;  losses  in  the  conduct  of  the 
business  and  the  struggle  for  a  control  of  the  situation  ;  profits 
in  the  later  union  or  consolidation  :  losses  for  a  time  in  the 
supply  of  electricity,  to  be  converted  later  into  new  capitali- 
zation as  a  perpetual  and  irremedial  burden  on  the  public. 
The  temporary  advantage  to  a  portion  of  the  public  is  reason- 
ably sure  to  be  followed  by  an  undue  burden  upon  the  public 
as  a  whole,  through  the  larger  capital  demanding  a  return, 
much  of  it  representing  unnecessary  duplication  of  properties 
as  well  as  losses.  The  proposition  of  the  Illuminating  Com- 
pany would  immediately  increase  the  investment  for  the  supply 
of  electricity  in  Haverhill  from  $250,000  to  at  least  $400,000. 
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Even  this  amount  would  be  sure  to  rapidly  increase,  until,  prob- 
ably, it  reached  a  point  which,  in  the  opinion  of  those  best 
qualified  to  judge,  would  be  the  maximum  that  could  possibly 
be  imposed  upon  the  community.  No  offer  yet  made,  how- 
ever attractive  at  first  sight,  and  none  of  the  advantages  imme- 
diately in  prospect,  promise  adequate  compensation  for  the 
increased  capital  charge  which  the  consumers  as  a  whole  must 
ultimately  bear. 

The  action  of  the  Board  upon  this  case  is  not  to  be  taken  as 
a  refusal  to  admit  of  competition  under  all  circumstances,  nor 
as  an  endorsement  or  approval  of  the  prices  offered  by  the  ex- 
isting company  or  of  all  the  doings  and  policy  of  its  manage- 
ment. It  is  the  duty  of  this  company  to  serve  all  its  customers 
at  prices  at  the  lowest  reasonable  point,  and  to  manage  its 
business  with  such  zeal,  economy  and  enterprise  as  shall  enable 
it  to  give  the  best  possible  service  to  the  greatest  number  at 
the  lowest  cost.  If  it  shall  fail  in  this  duty,  the  Legislature 
has  provided  the  methods  by  which  its  fulfillment  may  be 
secured,  with  an  apparent  purpose  to  avoid,  if  possible,  the 
expensive  and  burdensome  results  so  sure  to  follow  such  com- 
petition as  was  proposed  in  this  case.  The  Board  has  ample 
authority,  upon  the  petition  of  the  mayor  or  a  limited  num- 
ber of  customers,  to  thoroughly  investigate  all  the  company's 
affairs,  and  make  such  orders  as  the  public  interest  may  re- 
quire. 

It  is  entirely  in  the  company's  power  to  make  such  appeal 
unnecessary.  Its  management  should  of  its  own  volition  make 
a  careful  and  exhaustive  examination  of  its  facilities,  methods 
and  policy,  so  as  to  secure  such  improvement  and  advancement 
as  the  state  of  the  art  and  the  business  conditions  will  permit, 
and  should  revise,  in  the  public  interest,  the  figures  already 
named  in  its  proposition  to  the  city. 

For  the  reasons  stated,  the  Board  voted  to  sustain  the  ap- 
peal, and  to  annul  the  action  of  the  mayor  and  aldermen. 
(July  22.) 

Marlboh< )i  (rii  Petition. 
This  was  a  petition  by  customers  of  the  Marlborough  Gas 
Light  Company,  complaining  of  the  price  charged,  and  asking 
that  it  be  reduced.    A  hearing  was  given  in  Marlborough,  at 
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which  the  company  and  the  petitioners  were  represented  by 
counsel. 

The  Marlborough  Gas  Light  Company  was  chartered  by 
special  legislative  act  in  1865,  and  very  soon  after  built  its 
works  and  began  to  make  and  sell  gas  in  the  town,  now  the 
city,  of  Marlborough.  In  June,  1902,  all  the  stock  of  this 
company  was  purchased  by  the  present  owners,  all  of  whom  in 
this  way  acquired  their  first  interest  in  the  company. 

The  company  has  never  been  prosperous.  In  twenty-eight 
years  of  its  existence  it  paid  no  dividends ;  in  three  it  paid 
three  per  cent.  ;  once  it  paid  four;  twice,  six  ;  and  once,  which 
was  the  second  year  prior  to  its  sale,  eight  per  cent,  was  paid. 
No  dividend  has  been  declared  by  the  present  owners.  The 
history  of  the  company  seemed  to  show  that  a  fair  price  for 
gas  with  a  fair  profit  could  be  made  possible  only  by  greatly 
extending  the  plant  and  increasing  the  output. 

In  response  to  the  public  demand,  and  for  the  purpose  pf 
adequately  and  satisfactorily  supplying  the  residents  of  Marl- 
borough, the  company,  under  the  present  ownership,  has  ex- 
pended or  is  preparing  to  expend  in  extending  and  improving 
its  plant  upwards  of  $f)0,000,  thus  making  a  substantial  increase 
in  the  investment.  It  has  more  than  doubled  the  mileage  of 
its  mains.  The  new  owners  have  also  organized  the  Hudson 
Gas  Light  Company,  for  the  purpose  of  selling  gas  in  the 
adjoining  town  of  Hudson,  formerly  a  part  of  Marlborough. 
Under  the  plan  contemplated,  all  the  gas  for  both  towns  will 
be  made  at  the  Marlborough  works,  and,  whether  the  new 
company  shall  be  managed  independently  or  incorporated  with 
the  Marlborough,  its  existence  is  likely  to  ultimately  prove  of 
advantage  to  consumers  in  Marlborough.  In  view  of  these 
facts,  the  company,  as  its  stands  to-day,  is  in  a  large  measure, 
as  it  were,  a  new  company,  exploiting  an  untried  field,  and 
with  much  of  the  uncertainty  about  the  future  which  attaches 
to  an  entirely  new  enterprise. 

AY  hen  this  petition  was  filed  with  the  Board  the  gross  price 
was  $2.50  per  thousand,  with  varying  discounts,  under  which 
customers  paid  from  that  price  down  to  $1.75  for  lighting  and 
$1.50  for  fuel  purposes,  with  a  price  yet  lower  for  gas  engine-, 
and  as  low^  as  $1.10  to  the  Marlborough  Electric  Machine  and 
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Lamp  Company,  a  large  manufacturing  concern,  using  gas  for 
fuel  and  mechanical  purposes.  Just  before  the  date  set  for  the 
hearing  the  company  issued  a  new  scale  of  prices,  under  which 
the  gross  price  was  to  be  82,  with  a  discount  for  prompt  pay- 
ment of  25  cents  per  thousand  for  lighting  and  50  cents  for 
fuel  purposes  ;  these  rates  to  be  of  universal  application,  except 
that  no  advance  was  to  be  made  in  the  prices  for  gas  engines 
and  to  the  electric  lamp  company,  and  no  discount  from  the 
gross  rate  was  to  be  allowed  to  the  very  smallest  users,  whether 
for  lighting  or  fuel  purposes.  Nearly  30  per  cent,  of  the  entire 
output  during  the  last  fiscal  year  was  sold  to  the  lamp  company 
and  for  gas  engines,  about  35  per  cent,  for  domestic  fuel,  and 
the  remainder  for  lighting  purposes  at  prices  ranging  from 
$2.50  to  $1.75. 

Much  time  was  devoted  at  the  hearing  to  a  criticism  of  that 
feature  of  the  company's  policy  under  which  varying  discounts 
were  given  to  different  persons,  apparently  sustaining  the  same 
business  relations  to  the  company,  and  which  was  characterized 
as  in  the  highest  degree  unjust.  The  managers  of  the  company 
admitted  the  tacts  charged,  and  conceded  the  correctness  of  the 
criticism,  but  explained  that  such  method  was  a  legacy  from 
the  former  management ;  that  they  had  not  been  able  to  devise 
a  practical  way  of  eliminating  the  cause  of  this  complaint  until 
since  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  but  that  it  had  been  removed 
by  the  new  prices  offered.  There  was  no  criticism  upon  the 
special  price  to  the  lamp  company,  and  both  the  company  and 
the  petitioners  agreed  that  a  specially  low  rate  should  be  made 
to  that  concern,  not  only  because  of  the  large  amount  of  gas 
used  by  it  for  mechanical  purposes,  but  because  its  commer- 
cial success  was  so  important  to  the  general  interests  of  the 
city.  The  new  prices  offered  to  consumers  for  lighting  pur- 
poses eflect  a  saving  from  the  previous  rates  of  from  l  _nL>  to 
50  cents  per  thousand,  according  to  the  size  of  the  discount 
formerly  given. 

It  is  very  doubtful  whether,  under  all  these  conditions  and 
the  probable  immediate  further  increase  of  the  investment  for 
additional  improvements,  the  company  ought  to  be  required  to 
still  further  reduce  its  prices,  until  it  has  had  the  opportunity 
to  learn  by  actual  experience  whether  the  business  can  be  made 
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to  pay  a  reasonable  return  upon  the  investment  at  prices  now 
proposed.  In  our  opinion,  it  is  only  fair  that  consumers  should 
refrain  from  further  pressing  their  demand  for  lower  rates  until 
the  opportunity  has  been  given  to  discover  what  may  be  done 
in  this  territory  by  goo(I  business  management  with  the  large 
additional  investment  so  recently  made. 

With  the  necessity  and  expediency  of  one  feature  of  the 
company's  new  schedule  we  are  unable  to  agree.  To  consum- 
ers using  in  any  one  month  less  than  500  feet  for  fuel  purposes 
and  less  than  1,000  feet  for  lighting  purposes  no  discount  is 
offered  for  prompt  payment.  The  reasons  given  by  the  com- 
pany for  this  provision  do  not  seem  to  us  to  justify  such  dis- 
crimination. Such  an  arrangement  is  not  common,  nor  do  we 
find  any  peculiar  circumstances  in  this  company  which  appear 
to  support  it.  The  expediency  of  the  differential  established 
between  the  gas  for  lighting  and  for  fuel  we  have  not  particu- 
larly considered.  That  some  difference  should  be  made  seemed 
to  be  the  expectation  of  the  petitioners.  It  has  been  made  in 
Marlborough  for  a  considerable  time,  and  it  is  a  common  prac- 
tice in  companies  where  the  price  for  gas  is  as  high  as  in  this 
case.  Assuming  some  differential  to  be  expedient,  that  pro- 
posed by  the  company  is  as  great  as  the  Board,  under  the 
present  conditions,  can  see  its  way  clear  to  require.  The  Board 
therefore  recommended  :  — 

That  on  and  after  the  first  day  of  January  next,  the  net  price 
charged  for  gas  by  the  Marlborough  Gas  Light  Company  shall  not 
exceed  $1.75  per  thousand  feet  for  illuminating  purposes  and  $1.50 
per  thousand  feet  for  fuel  purposes.    (December  29.) 

Approval  op  New  Stock  and  Bonds. 

Twenty-eight  applications  for  approval  of  issues  of  new  stock 
or  bonds  have  been  decided  during  the  year.  The  amount  of 
securities  asked  for  was  $4,311,200;  the  amount  approved, 
$3,7  70,200.  In  nineteen  cases  the  full  amount  asked  for  was 
approved,  and  no  petition  was  dismissed.

Petition  of  the  East  Boston  Gas  Company. 

This  was  an  application  by  the  East  Boston  Gas  Company 
for  the  approval  of  an  issue  of  new  capital  stock  of  the  par 
value  of  $55,000,  to  enable  the  company  to  pay  the  cost  of 
additions  to  its  plant,  completed  and  proposed. 

The  capital  stock  of  the  company  consisted  of  8,800  shares, 
of  the  par  value  of  $25  each.  The  company  had  recently  ex- 
pended for  the  installation  of  new  manufacturing  appliance-, 
additions  to  its  buildings  at  the  works  and  for  the  extension  of 
its  distribution  system,  about  $74,000,  on  account  of  which  it 
had  a  floating  debt  of  about  $55,000.  It  desired  to  expend  for 
further  additions  to  its  distribution  system  and  for  new  equip- 
ment and  buildings  at  the  works  about  $16,000.  The  follow- 
ing was  therefore  adopted  :  — 

On  the  petition  of  the  East  Boston  Gas  Company,  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  section  24  of  chapter  109  of  the  Revised  Laws,  for  the 
approval  of  additional  capital  stock  of  the  par  value  of  $55,000  for 
the  objects  named  in  said  petition,  after  public  notice  and  hearing,  it 
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being  deemed  by  the  Board  that  the  issue  of  capital  stock  to  the  said 
amount  is  reasonably  necessary  for  the  purposes  for  which  said  issue 
is  authorized,  it  is  — 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  hereby  approves  of  the  issue  by  the  East 
Boston  Gas  Company,  in  conformity  with  all  the  requirements  of  law 
relating  thereto,  of  2,200  shares  of  new  capital  stock,  of  the  par  value 
of  $25  each  ;  the  proceeds  of  said  stock  to  be  applied  to  the  following 
purposes,  and  to  no  other,  to  wit :  the  proceeds  of  500  shares  to  the 
payment  of  the  cost  of  additions  to  the  gas  works  and  the  distribution 
system  made  subsequent  to  the  first  day  of  November,  1902,  and  the 
proceeds  of  1,700  shares  to  the  payment  of  obligations  existing  on 
account  of  additions  to  the  company's  plant  and  property  made  prior 
to  said  first  day  of  November. 

And,  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the  price  or  rate  at  which  the 
said  shares  shall  be  offered  proportionately  to  the  stockholders  of  said 
corporation,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  30  of  chapter  109 
of  the  Revised  Laws,  it  is  further  — 

Ordered  and  determined  by  the  Board,  taking  into  account  previous 
sales  and  other  pertinent  conditions,  that  the  market  value  thereof 
for  the  purpose  aforesaid  be  fixed  at  §30  a  share  ;  and  if  any  shares 
shall  remain  unsubscribed  for  by  the  stockholders  entitled  to  take 
them  under  the  provisions  of  said  section,  it  is  — 

Ordered,  That  all  such  shares  shall  be  offered  for  sale  at  some  suit- 
able place  in  the  city  of  Boston,  and  that  notice  of  the  time  and 
place  of  such  sale  shall  be  published  in  the  44  Boston  Daily  Advertiser," 
the  44  Boston  Daily  Herald"  and  the  44  Boston  Evening  Transcript," 
newspapers  published  in  the  city  of  Boston.    (January  9.) 

Petition  of  the  Weymouth  Light  and  Power  Company. 

This  was  an  application  by  the  Weymouth  Light  and  Power 
Company  for  the  approval  of  an  issue  of  new  capital  stock  of 
the  par  value  of  $50,000,  and  bonds  to  the  amount  of  $85,000, 
for  the  purpose  of  refunding  existing  bonds,  paying  its  floating 
debt,  enlarging  and  improving  its  plant  and  purchasing  the 
property  of  the  Weymouth  Water  Power  Company. 

The  petitioner  had  outstanding  capital  stock  of  the  par  value 
of  $50,000,  bonds  to  the  amount  of  $50,000,  coupon  notes 
for  $29,500,  and  other  notes  for  somewhat  more  than  $25,000. 

It  appeared  at  the  hearing  that  it  was  the  purpose  of  the 
company  to  expend  about  $11,000  for  new  engine  and  dynanio 
and  other  station  equipment.    It  further  appeared  that  the 
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expenditure  represented  by  the  coupon  notes  was  in  part  for 
additions  to  plant,  and  in  part  for  plant  reconstruction.  The 
existing  bonds  bore  interest  at  6  per  cent,  per  annum  ;  the  pro- 
posed bonds  were  to  be  at  4^  per  cent.  So  much  of  the  cou- 
pon notes  as,  together  with  the  stock  and  bonds,  will  be  a  fair 
equivalent  for  the  plant,  may  properly  be  represented  in  new 
securities. 

The  Weymouth  Water  Power  Company  was  organized  in 
December,  1898,  by  the  same  parties  who  then  and  now  con- 
trol the  Weymouth  Light  and  Power  Company.  Its  privilege 
consists  in  the  right  to  use  so  much  of  the  water  as  may  be  be- 
tween high- water  mark  and  twenty-four  inches  below.  Other 
companies  have  the  right  to  use  any  and  all  the  water  in  the 
pond.  Its  right  to  any  of  the  water  is,  therefore,  dependent 
entirely  upon  the  demands  of  the  other  companies  ;  and  the 
Board  is  unable  to  approve  of  new  securities  upon  an  asset 
which,  under  all  the  circumstances,  is  of  such  doubtful  value. 
The  interests  of  the  electric  lighting  compan}^  and  the  public 
will  clearly  be  better  secured  by  a  fair  arrangement  for  the 
supply  of  such  power  as  the  power  company  may  be  able  to 
furnish.    The  following  was  therefore  adopted  :  — 

On  the  petition  of  the  Weymouth  Light  and  Power  Company,  pur- 
suant to  the  provisions  of  section  24  of  chapter  109  of  the  Revised 
Laws,  for  the  approval  of  an  issue  of  new  capital  stock  of  the  par 
value  of  $50,000,  and  of  bonds  to  the  amount  of  $85,000,  for  the 
objects  named  in  said  petition,  after  public  notice  and  hearing,  it 
being  deemed  by  the  Board  that  the  amount  of  stock  and  bonds  here- 
inafter named  is  reasonably  necessary  for  the  purposes  for  which  said 
issue  of  stock  and  bonds  is  authorized,  it  is  — 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  hereby  approves  of  the  issue  by  the  Wey- 
mouth Light  and  Power  Company,  in  conformity  with  all  the  require- 
ments of  law  relating  thereto,  of  250  shares  of  additional  capital  stock, 
of  the  par  value  of  $100  each,  and  the  issue  at  not  less  than  par  and 
accrued  interest  of  first  mortgage  bonds  to  an  amount  not  exceeding 
$50,000,  payable  in  not  exceeding  twenty-five  years  from  the  date 
thereof,  and  bearing  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  4.]  per  cent,  per 
annum ;  the  proceeds  of  said  stock  and  bonds  to  be  applied  to  the 
following  purposes  and  to  no  others,  to  wit:  the  proceeds  of  110 
shares  of  said  stock  to  be  applied  to  the  cost  of  installing  at  the 
company's  station  a  new  engine  and  dynamo  with  other  electrical 
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apparatus  appurtenant  thereto,  and  the  proceeds  of  140  shares  to  the 
payment  and  cancellation  of  an  equal  amount  of  the  coupon  notes  of 
said  company  now  outstanding,  not  including,  however,  the  notes  of 
this  character  which  may  be  now  or  formerly  held  by  the  Weymouth 
Water  Power  Company.  The  proceeds  of  said  bonds  to  be  applied 
to  the  payment  and  cancellation  of  an  equal  amount  of  the  bonds  of 
said  company  now  outstanding. 

And,  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the  price  or  rate  at  which  the 
said  shares  shall  be  offered  proportionately  to  the  stockholders  of  said 
corporation,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  30  of  chapter  109 
of  the  Revised  Laws,  it  is  further  — 

Ordered  and  determined  by  the  Board,  taking  into  account  previous 
sales  and  other  pertinent  conditions,  that  the  market  value  thereof  for 
the  purpose  aforesaid  be  fixed  at  $100  a  share;  and  if  any  shares 
shall  remain  unsubscribed  for  by  the  stockholders  entitled  to  take 
them  under  the  provisions  of  said  section,  it  is  further  — 

Ordered,  That  all  such  shares  shall  be  offered  for  sale  in  the  city  of 
Boston,  and  that  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  sale  shall  be 
published  in  the  44  Boston  Daily  Advertiser,"  the  "Boston  Daily 
Globe"  and  the  44  Boston  Evening  Transcript,"  newspapers  published 
in  the  city  of  Boston.    (February  6.) 

Petition  of  the  Newburyfort  Gas  and  Electric  Com- 
pany. 

The  Newburyport  Gas  and  Electric  Company  applied  for  the 
approval  of  an  issue  of  new  capital  stock  of  the  par  value  of 
$150,000,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  its  floating  debt  and  con- 
structing a  new  electric  light  plant. 

Since  June  30,  1899,  the  company  had  expended  for  the 
extension  of  its  gas  works  and  electric  works  about  $56,000, 
and  had  on  that  account  a  floating  debt  represented  by  prom- 
issory notes  for  $41,000.  It  appeared  at  the  hearing  that  it 
was  the  intention  of  the  company  to  construct  and  equip  a  new 
electric  light  station.  Its  plans,  however,  for  this  were  not 
fully  matured,  and  a  number  of  factors  of  importance  in  deter- 
mining the  cost  of  this  project  had  not  been  decided  upon.  The 
Board  approved  on  account  of  the  new  station  for  a  substan- 
tial portion  of  its  necessary  cost,  leaving  the  approval  of  an 
additional  amount  to  be  considered  upon  a  future  application, 
when  the  entire  cost  shall  be  more  clearly  ascertained,  if  the 
company  shall  then  desire  such  action.  The  following  was 
adopted  :  — 
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On  the  petition  of  the  Newburyport  Gas  and  Electric  Company, 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  24  of  chapter  109  of  the  Revised 
Laws,  for  the  approval  of  an  issue  of  additional  capital  stock  of  the 
par  value  of  $150,000,  for  the  objects  named  in  said  petition,  after 
public  notice  and  hearing,  it  being  deemed  by  the  Board  that  the 
amount  of  stock  hereinafter  named  is  reasonably  necessary  for  the 
purposes  for  which  said  issue  of  stock  is  authorized,  it  is  — 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  hereby  approves  of  the  issue  by  the  New- 
buryport  Gas  and  Electric  Company,  in  conformity  with  all  the 
requirements  of  law  relating  thereto,  of  850  shares  of  new  capital 
stock,  of  the  par  value  of  $100  each  ;  the  proceeds  of  said  stock  to  be 
applied  to  the  following  purposes  and  to  no  other,  to  wit :  $41,000  of 
said  proceeds  to  the  payment  and  cancellation  of  an  equal  amount  of 
the  promissory  notes  of  the  company  now  outstanding  and  the  remain- 
ing proceeds  toward  the  payment  of  the  cost  of  constructing  and 
equipping  a  new  electric  light  station. 

And,  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the  price  or  rate  at  which  the 
said  shares  shall  be  offered  proportionately  to  the  stockholders  of  said 
corporation,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  30  of  chapter  109 
of  the  Revised  Laws,  it  is  further —  B 

Ordered  and  determined  by  the  Board,  taking  into  account  previous 
sales  and  other  pertinent  conditions,  that  the  market  value  thereof  for 
the  purpose  aforesaid  be  fixed  at  $125  a  share;  and  if  any  shares 
shall  remain  unsubscribed  for  by  the  stockholders  entitled  to  take 
them  under  said  section,  it  is  — 

Ordered^  That  all  such  shares  shall  be  offered  for  sale  at  some  suit- 
able place  in  the  city  of  Boston,  and  that  notice  of  the  time  and  place 
of  such  sale  shall  be  published  in  the  "  Boston  Daily  Advertiser  "  and 
"  Boston  Daily  Globe,"  newspapers  published  in  the  city  of  Boston, 
and  in  the  "  Newburyport  News,"  a  newspaper  published  in  the  city 
of  Newburyport.    (February  13.) 

Petition  of  the  Mill  River  Electric  Light  Company. 

This  was  an  application  by  the  Mill  River  Electric  Light 
Company  for  the  approval  of  an  issue  of  new  capital  stock  of 
the  par  value  of  $15,000,  and  of  bonds  to  the  amount  of 
$12,000,  for  the  construction  of  an  electric  light  plant  in  the 
town  of  Williamsburg. 

The  company  was  chartered  in  June,  1902.  Land  and  a 
water  power  privilege  were  purchased  for  the  company,  sta- 
tion buildings  erected,  and  its  generating  and  distributing 
plant  partially  constructed.    The  entire  cost  of  the  plant  pro- 
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posed,  as  described  at  the  hearing,  was  expected  to  exceed  the 
proceeds  of  the  securities  named  in  the  petition.  The  follow- 
ing was  therefore  adopted  :  — 

On  the  petition  of  the  Mill  River  Electric  Light  Company,  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  of  section  24  of  chapter  109  of  the  Revised  Laws, 
for  the  approval  of  an  issue  of  new  capital  stock  of  the  par  value  of 
$15,000,  and  bonds  to  the  amount  of  $12,000,  for  the  objects  named 
in  said  petition,  after  public  notice  and  hearing,  it  being  deemed  by 
the  Board  that  the  said  amount  of  stock  and  bonds  is  reasonably  nec- 
essary for  the  purpose  for  which  said  issue  is  authorized,  it  is  — 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  hereby  approves  of  the  issue  by  the  Mill 
River  Electric  Light  Company,  in  conformity  with  all  the  requirements 
of  law  relating  thereto,  of  150  shares  of  new  capital  stock,  of  the  par 
value  of  $100  each;  and  the  issue  at  not  less  than  par  and  accrued 
interest  of  first  mortgage  bonds  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  $12,000, 
payable  in  not  exceeding  twenty  years  from  the  date  thereof,  and 
bearing  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  6  per  cent,  per  annum  ;  the 
proceeds  of  said  capital  stock  and  bonds  to  be  applied  in  payment  of 
indebtedness  incurred  on  account  of  the  purchase  of  land  and  the 
construction  and  equipment  of  a  plant  for  the  manufacture  and  sale 
of  electricity  in  the  town  of  Williamsburg,  and  to  no  other  purpose. 
(March  6.) 

Petition  of  the  Gloucester  Electric  Company. 

This  was  an  application  b^y  the  Gloucester  Electric  Company 
for  the  approval  of  an  issue  of  new  capital  stock  of  the  par 
value  of  $65,000,  to  enable  the  company  to  pay  its  floating 
debt  and  to  make  additions  to  its  plant. 

It  appeared  at  the  hearing  that  the  floating  debt,  consist ing 
of  short-time  promissory  notes,  was  about  $17,000,  and  that 
this  represented  a  portion  of  the  cost  of  recent  addition-  to  it- 
plant.  Other  improvements  proposed  by  the  company,  and 
already  in  part  contracted  for,  were  expected  to  cost  about 
$62,000,  making  a  total  expenditure  for  which  new  stock 
might  properly  be  issued  of  nearly  $70,000.  The  following 
was  therefore  adopted  :  —

And,  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the  price  or  rate  at  which  the 
said  shares  shall  be  offered  proportionately  to  the  stockholders  of  said 
corporation,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  30  of  chapter  109 
of  the  Revised  Laws,  it  is  further  — 

Ordered  and  determined  by  the  Board,  taking  into  account  previous 
sales  and  other  pertinent  conditions,  that  the  market  value  thereof  for 
the  purpose  aforesaid  be  fixed  at  $100  a  share  ;  and  if  any  shares  shall 
remain  unsubscribed  for  by  the  stockholders  entitled  to  take  them 
under  the  provisions  of  said  section,  it  is  further  — 

Ordered,  That  all  such  shares  shall  be  offered  for  sale  at  some  suit-

Petition  of  the  Brockton  Gas  Light  Company. 

The  Brockton  Gas  Light  Company  applied  for  the  approval 
of  an  issue  of  new  capital  stock  of  the  par  value  of  $121,500, 
for  the  purpose  of  paying  a  portion  of  its  floating  debt  and  the 
cost  of  future  additions  to  its  plant. 

From  the  statements  submitted  at  the  hearing  it  appeared 
that  it  Avas  the  purpose  of  the  company  to  expend  upon  addi- 
tions to  its  plant  to  improve  its  service  upwards  of  $58,000. 
Although  the  company  had  declared  no  dividends  since  1894, 
and  had  devoted  its  entire  profits  to  improving  and  enlarging 
its  plant,  there  yet  remained  a  considerable  impairment  of  its 
capital,  due  to  the  extraordinary  manipulation  of  its  securities 
previous  to  that  year.    The  existence  of  a  considerable  portion

notice  and  hearing,  it  being  deemed  by  the  Board  that  the  amount  of 
stock  hereinafter  named  is  reasonably  necessary  for  the  purposes  for 
which  such  issue  of  stock  is  authorized,  — 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  hereby  approves  of  the  issue  by  the 
Brockton  Gas  Light  Company,  in  conformity  with  all  the  require- 
ments of  law  relating  thereto,  of  815  shares  of  new  capital  stock  of 
the  par  value  of  $100  each;  the  proceeds  of  said  stock  to  be  applied 
to  the  following  purposes  and  to  no  other,  to  wit :  the  proceeds  of 
580  shares  to  the  cost  of  additions  to  the  company's  plant  made  sub- 
sequent to  March  1,  1903,  and  the  proceeds  of  235  shares  to  the  pay- 
ment and  cancellation  of  an  equal  amount  of  the  floating  debt  of  the 
company  represented  by  its  promissory  notes  now  outstanding. 

And,  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the  price  or  rate  at  which  the 
said  stock  shall  be  offered  proportionately  to  the  stockholders,  pur- 
suant to  the  provisions  of  section  30  of  chapter  109  of  the  Revised 
Laws,  it  is  further  — 

Ordered  and  determined  by  the  Board,  taking  into  account  previous 
sales  and  other  pertinent  conditions,  that  the  market  value  thereof 
for  the  purpose  aforesaid  be  fixed  at  Si 00  a  share  ;  and  if  any  shares 
shall  remain  unsubscribed  for  by  the  stockholders  entitled  to  take 
them  under  the  provisions  of  said  section,  it  is  further  — 

Ordered,  That  all  such  shares  shall  be  offered  for  sale  at  some  suit- 
able place  in  the  city  of  Boston,  and  that  notice  of  the  time  and  place 
of  such  sale  shall  be  published  in  the  "  Boston  Daily  Advertiser,"  a 
newspaper  published  in  the  city  of  Boston,  and  in  the  "  Brockton 
Daily  Enterprise"  and  the  u  Brockton  Daily  Times,"  newspapers 
published  in  the  city  of  Brockton.    (March  27.) 

Petition  of  the  Salem  Gas  Light  Company. 
This  was  an  application  by  the  Salem  Gas  Light  Company 
for  approval  of  an  issue  of  new  capital  stock  of  the  par  value 
of  $50,000,  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  its  storage  capacity 
by  the  construction  of  a  new  gas  holder.  Upon  the  facts  sub- 
mitted at  the  hearing  it  appeared  that  the  cost  of  such  a  holder 
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as  the  company  proposed  to  erect  with  its  appurtenances  would 
probably  be  about  $70,000.  The  following  was  therefore

The  Pittsfield  Coal  Gas  Company  petitioned  for  the  approval 
of  an  issue  of  new  capital  stock  of  the  par  value  of  ST 5, 000,  to 
pay  the  cost  of  additions  to  its  plant. 

On  April  21,  1902,  for  the  reasons  then  stated,  the  Board 
approved  the  issue  by  this  company  of  first  mortgage  bonds 
for  $50,000,  the  proceeds  of  the  same  to  be  applied  to  the  pay- 
ment of  the  company's  indebtedness  at  that  time.

The  probable  cost  of  this  work, 
as  planned,  was  substantially  in  excess  of  825,000.  The  fol- 
lowing was  therefore  adopted  :  —

the  payment  of  an  equal  amount  of  the  floating  debt  of  the  company 
represented  by  its  promissory  notes  now  outstanding,  and  the  proceeds 
of  215  shares  to  the  cost  of  extending  its  distributing  system  into  the 
town  of  Dalton,  and  the  purchase  of  land  adjoining  its  present  works 
and  suitable  for  the  construction  of  a  water  gas  plant. 

And,  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the  price  or  rate  at  which  the 
said  shares  shall  be  offered  proportionately  to  the  stockholders  of  said 
corporation,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  30  of  chapter  109  of 
the  Revised  Laws,  it  is  further  — 
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Ordered  and  determined  by  the  Board,  taking  into  account  previous 
sales  and  other  pertinent  conditions,  that  the  market  value  thereof  for 
the  purpose  aforesaid  be  fixed  at  $115  a  share  ;  and  if  any  shares  shall 
remain  unsubscribed  for  by  the  stockholders  entitled  to  take  them 
under  the  provisions  of  said  section,  it  is  further  — 

Ordered,  That  all  such  shares  shall  be  offered  for  sale  at  some  suit- 
able place  in  the  city  of  Pittsfield,  and  that  notice  of  the  time  and 
place  of  such  sale  shall  be  published  in  the  u  Boston  Daily  Adver- 
tiser," a  newspaper  published  in  the  city  of  Boston,  the  "  Springfield 
Daily  Republican,"  a  newspaper  published  in  the  city  of  Springfield, 
and  in  the  44  Pittsfield  Daily  Eagle,"  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
city  of  Pittsfield. 

And,  conformably  to  the  request  of  the  company  relative  thereto, 
it  is  further  — 

Ordered,  That  so  much  of  the  order  of  this  Board  adopted  on  April 
21,  1902,  as  approved  the  issue  by  said  Pittsfield  Coal  Gas  Company 
of  first  mortgage  bonds  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  850,000,  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  rescinded.    (July  2.) 

Petition  of  the  Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Company 

of  Boston. 

This  was  an  application  by  the  Edison  Electric  Illuminating 
Company  of  Boston  for  the  approval  of  an  issue  of  20,000  shares 
of  new  capital  stock,  for  the  purpose  of  adding  to  the  equip- 
ment of  the  company  and  purchasing  the  electric  lighting  plants 
located  in  Milton,  Dedham,  Canton,  Xatick,  Eramingham, 
Woburn,  Somerville,  Chelsea,  Xewton  and  Needham. 

It  appeared  from  a  detailed  statement  submitted  at  the  hearing 
that  the  indebtedness  on  account  of  additions  to  plant  already 
made  and  the  cost  of  further  additions  determined  upon  would 
exceed  the  income  available  to  be  applied  thereto  by  something 
more  than  $2,000,000.  The  capital  stock  and  debts  of  the  sev- 
eral companies  owning  the  properties  in  the  towns  and  cities 
named  had  been  purchased  at  what  appeared  to  be  fair  and  rea- 
sonable prices,  and  these  properties  the  owners  offered  to  the 
petitioner  at  the  same  cosl . 

The  areas  supplied  by  these  companies  constitute  contiguous 
territory  to  that  supplied  by  the  Edison  company,  extending 
in  northerly  and  westerly  directions.  There  is  every  rea- 
son to  believe  that  this  entire  district  can  be  supplied  by  the 
petitioner  with  greater  economy  and  efficiency  than  by  the  sev- 
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eral  companies  operating  independently.  In  certain  of  these 
areas  the  service  had  been  very  unsatisfactory,  and  a  large 
additional  expenditure  was  necessary  for  new  equipment,  if 
the  acknowledged  difficulties  were  to  be  eliminated  through 
independent  action  and  the  service  made  such  as  the  consumers 
had  a  right  to  demand.  The  purchase  of  these  companies  by 
the  petitioner  will  place  at  the  disposal  of  the  public  in  these 
districts  all  the  advantages  which  pertain  to  a  large  corporation 
of  this  character  when  properly  conducted,  and  will  give  assur- 
ance of  a  more  satisfactory  service  than  these  districts  have 
heretofore  enjoyed. 

The  liabilities  of  the  companies  in  Milton,  Dedham,  Can- 
ton, Xatick,  Framingham,  Woburn  and  Somerville,  as  repre- 
sented by  their  present  capital  stock  and  practically  permanent 
debt,  were  $1,572,700.  Assuming  the  electric  lighting  plants 
of  the  Chelsea  and  Newton  companies  to  represent  approxi- 
mately 50  per  cent,  of  the  stock  and  indebtedness  of  these 
companies,  the  total  par  of  the  securities  resting  upon  the 
plants  to  be  purchased  was  somewhat  in  excess  of  $2,000,000. 
Incidental  to  the  conveyance  of  the  plants  named,  all  these 
securities,  with  the  exception  of  $280,000,  were  to  be  can- 
celled, and  to  be  represented  by  the  $1,000,000  of  the  new 
stock  of  the  Edison  Company.  As  soon  as  practicable  after 
the  sale  and  transfer  of  the  electric  plants  of  the  Xewton  and 
Chelsea  companies  the  stock  of  these  corporations  is  to  be 
proportionately  reduced,  and  the  other  corporations  named 
are  to  be  liquidated  and  dissolved  as  soon  after  the  sale  of  their 
properties  as  can  reasonably  be  done.  The  following  was  there- 
fore adopted  :  — 

On  the  petition  of  the  Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Company  of 
Boston,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  24  of  chapter  109  of  the 
Revised  Laws,  for  the  approval  of  an  issue  of  additional  capital  stock 
of  the  par  value  of  S2, 000, 000,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  its  floating 
debt,  for  additions  to  its  plant  and  for  the  purchase  of  the  plants  of 
certain  companies  hereinafter  named,  after  public  notice  and  hearing, 
it  appearing  that  said  amount  of  stock  is  reasonably  necessary  for 
the  purposes  for  which  such  issue  is  authorized,  it  is  — 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  hereby  approves  of  the  issue  by  the  Edison 
Electric  Illuminating  Company  of  Boston,  in  conformity  with  all  the 
requirements  of  law  relating  thereto,  of  20,000  shares  of  additional 
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capital  stock,  of  the  par  value  of  $100  each  ;  the  proceeds  thereof  to 
be  applied  to  the  following  purposes,  and  to  no  other,  to  wit :  the 
proceeds  of  10,000  shares  to  the  payment  of  obligations  now  existing 
or  which  may  hereafter  be  incurred  on  account  of  additions  to  the 
company's  present  generating  and  distributing  plant ;  the  proceeds  of 
10,000  shares  to  the  purchase  of  the  entire  electric  generating  and 
distributing  plants  of  the  companies  hereinafter  named,  free  and 
clear  of  all  encumbrances,  except  as  to  the  indebtedness  noted, — 
that  is  to  say,  of  the  Milton  Light  and  Power  Company,  subject  only 
to  certain  bonds  and  coupon  notes  of  the  principal  sum  of  $69,000  ;  of 
the  Dedham  Electric  Company,  subject  only  to  certain  coupon  notes 
of  the  principal  sum  of  $36,000  ;  of  the  Blue  Hill  Electric  Company  ; 
of  the  Xatick  Gas  and  Electric  Company;  of  the  Framingham  Elec- 
tric Company  :  of  the  Woburn  Light,  Heat  and  Power  Company,  sub- 
ject only  to  certain  bonds  of  the  principal  sum  of  SI  75,000;  of  the 
Somerville  Electric  Light  Company  ;  of  the  Chelsea  Gas  Light  Com- 
pany ;  of  the  Xewton  and  Watertown  Gas  Light  Company  and  of  the 
Greendale  Chemical  and  Electric  Lighting  Company.

Petition  of  the  Amesbiry  and  Salisbi  by  (i.vs  Company. 

The  Amesbury  and  Salisbury  Gas  Company  applied  for  the 
approval  of  an  issue  of  bonds  of  the  par  value  of  $60,000. 

Ir  appeared  at  the  hearing  that  the  cost  of  additions  to  the 
company's  plant,  completed  since  January,  1!H)0,  and  those 
in  progress,  would  probably  be  about  *no,(mmi,  and  that  the 
portion  of  this  expenditure  not  then  paid  would  exceed  the 
amount  of  the  bonds  named  in  the  petition.  The  following  was

And,  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the  price  or  rate  at  which  the 
said  shares  shall  be  offered  proportionately  to  the  stockholders  of  said 
corporation,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  30  of  chapter  109  of 
the  Revised  Laws,  it  is  further  — 

Ordered  and  determined  by  the  Board,  taking  into  account  previous 
sales  and  other  pertinent  conditions,  that  the  market  value  thereof 
for  the  purpose  aforesaid  be  fixed  at  $50  a  share  ;  and  if  any  shares 
shall  remain  unsubscribed  for  by  the  stockholders  entitled  to  take 
them  under  the  provisions  of  said  section,  it  is  — 

Ordered,  That  all  such  shares  shall  be  offered  for  sale  at  some  suit- 
able place  in  the  city  of  Boston,  and  that  notice  of  the  time  and  place 
of  such  sale  shall  be  published  in  the  "  Boston  Daily  Globe,"  the 
"  Boston  Daily  Advertiser"  and  the  "  Boston  Evening  Transcript," 
newspapers  published  in  the  city  of  Boston.    (July  23.) 

Petition  of  the  Douglas  Electric  Company. 
The  Douglas  Electric  Company  applied  for  the  approval  of 
an  issue  of  new  capital  stock  of  the  par  value  of  $7,500,  for 
the  purpose  of  installing  an  electric  light  plant  in  the  town  of 
Douglas.  ' 

This  company  was  chartered  in  March,  1903.  At  the  date 
of  the  hearing  it  did  not  own  or  operate  a  plant.  It  is  organ- 
ized for  the  purpose  of  "manufacturing,  generating,  furnish- 
ing, selling  and  transmitting  electricity  for  light,  heat  and 
power  in  the  town  of  Douglas."  It  appeared  at  the  hearing 
that  it  was  the  intention  of  the  corporation  to  purchase  its  elec- 
tricity from  some  other  company,  and  to  sell  and  distribute  the 
same  in  the  town  of  Douglas.  The  probable  cost  of  such  a 
plant  as  was  described  at  the  hearing  will  be  somewhat  greater 
than  the  proceeds  of  the  stock  named  in  tin1  petition.  The  fol-

Petition  of  the  Upton  Electric  Company. 
The  Upton  Electric  Company  petitioned  for  the  approval  of 
an  issue  of  new  capital  stock  of  the  par  value  of  §7,500,  for 
the  purpose  of  constructing  an  electric  light  plant  in  the  town 
of  Upton. 

This  company  is  organized  for  the  purpose  of  4 1  manufactur- 
ing, generating,  selling  and  transmitting  electricity  for  light, 
heat  and  power  in  the  town  of  Upton,"  and  received  its  charter 
on  March  11,  1903.  At  the  date  of  the  decision  it  had  not 
engaged  in  the  business,  and  had  issued  no  capital  stock.  The 
plant  which  the  company  proposes  to  erect,  a  description  of 
which  was  submitted  at  the  hearing,  will  probably  cost  some- 
what more  than  the  proceeds  of  the  stock  named  in  the  petition.

On  the  petition  of  the  Upton  Electric  Company,  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  section  24  of  chapter  109  of  the  Revised  Laws,  for  the 
approval  of  an  issue  of  new  capital  stock  of  the  par  value  of  $7,500 
for  the  objects  named  in  said  petition,  after  public  notice  and  hearing, 
it  being  deemed  by  the  Board  that  said  amount  of  stock  is  reasonably 
necessary  for  the  purposes  for  which  such  issue  is  authorized,  it  is  —

Petition  of  the  Greenfield  Electric  Light  and  Power 

Company. 

This  was  an  application  by  the  Greenfield  Electric  Light  and 
Power  Company  for  the  approval  of  an  issue  of  bonds  of  the 
par  value  of  $100,000,  to  refund  bonds  outstanding  and  for 
new  construction.  . 
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The  bonds  of  the  company,  amounting  to  $25,000,  were 
issued  in  1897-98,  with  the  approval  of  this  Board,  and  by 
the  terms  thereof  may  be  called  at  par. 

The  company,  having  recently  purchased  a  water  privilege 
on  the  Deerfield  Kiver  at  the  boundary  between  the  towns  of 
Buckland  and  Shelburne,  desired  to  improve  the  same  by  the 
construction  of  a  dam  and  appurtenant  buildings,  the  installa- 
tion of  generating  apparatus  and  the  building  of  lines  for  the 
transmission  of  current  to  Greenfield.  The  estimated  cost  of 
this  work  was  somewhat  in  excess  of  $140,000.  In  May,  1902, 
this  Board  approved  the  issue  of  700  shares  of  new  capital 
stock  for  a  like  purpose,  it  being  the  intention  of  the  company 
at  that  time  to  construct  its  dam  at  a  different  location  upon  the 
same  river.  Of  the  proceeds  of  the  stock  thus  issued  about 
$30,000  was  unexpended  and  available  for  the  company's  new 
purpose.    The  following  was  therefore  adopted  :  — 

On  the  petition  of  the  Greenfield  Electric  Light  and  Power  Com- 
pany, pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  24  of  chapter  109  of  the 
Revised  Laws,  for  the  approval  of  an  issue  of  bonds  to  the  amount  of 
$100,000,  for  the  objects  named  in  said  petition,  after  public  notice 
and  hearing,  it  appearing  that  said  amount  of  bonds  is  reasonably 
necessary  for  the  purposes  for  which  the  same  is  authorized,  it  is  — 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  hereby  approves  of  the  issue  by  the  Green- 
field Electric  Light  and  Power  Company,  in  conformity  with  all  the 
requirements  of  law  relating  thereto,  at  not  less  than  par  and  accrued 
interest,  of  first  mortgage  bonds  to  aa  amount  not  exceeding  $100,000, 
payable  in  not  exceeding  twenty  years  from  the  date  thereof,  and 
bearing  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  5  per  cent,  per  annum,  said 
bonds  or  the  proceeds  thereof  to  be  applied  to  the  following  purposes, 
and  to  no  other,  to  wit :  the  proceeds  of  bonds  of  the  par  value  of  not 
exceeding  $25,000  to  be  applied  to  the  payment  and  cancellation  of 
an  equal  amount,  bond  for  bond,  of  the  company's  bonds  now  out- 
standing ;  and  the  proceeds  of  the  remaining  bonds  to  be  applied  to 
the  cost  of  constructing  a  new  water  power  plant  ou  the  Deerfield 
River,  with  the  buildings,  generating  apparatus,  transmission  lines 
and  other  appliances  appurtenant  thereto  suited  for  the  supply  of  elec- 
tricity.   (September  14.)

Petition  of  the  Manchester  Electric  Company. 

This  was  an  application  by  the  Manchester  Electric  Company 
for  the  approval  of  an  issue  of  new  capital  stock  of  the  par

On  the  petition  of  the  Manchester  Electric  Company,  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  section  24  of  chapter  109  of  the  Revised  Laws,  for 
the  approval  of  an  issue  of  capital  stock  of  the  par  value  of  $116,500, 
for  the  objects  named  in  said  petition,  after  public  notice  and  hearing, 
it  appearing  that  said  amount  of  stock  is  reasonably  necessary  for  the 
purpose  for  which  such  stock  is  authorized,  it  is  — 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  hereby  approves  of  the  issue  by  the  Man- 
chester Electric  Company,  in  conformity  with  all  the  requirements  of 
law  relating  thereto,  of  1,165  shares  of  new  capital  stock,  of  the  par 
value  of  $100  each;  the  proceeds  of  said  capital  stock  to  be  applied 
to  the  cost  of  constructing  an  electric  distributing  system  in  the  town 
of  Manchester,  together  with  suitable  buildings  and  appliances  for  the 
purchase,  distribution  and  sale  of  electricity  for  light  and  power  in 
the  town  of  Manchester.

Petition  of  the  Nantucket  Gas  and  Electric  Company. 

This  was  an  application  by  the  Nantucket  Gas  and  Electric 
Company  for  the  approval  of  an  issue  of  new  capital  stock  of 
the  par  value  of  $14,000,  and  of  bonds  to  the  amount  of 
$20,000,  to  enable  it  to  purchase  the  property  of  the  Nantucket

ley  Gas  Company,  in  neglecting  to  make  their  annual  returns 
to  the  Board  within  the  time  required  by  law ;  by  the  Arling- 
ton Gas  Light  Company,  the  Attleborough  Gas  Light  Com- 
pany Corporation,  the  Brockton  Gas  Light  Company,  the 
Chelsea  Gas  Light  Company,  the  Marlborough  Ga*  Light 
Company,  the  North  Adams  Gas  Light  Company,  the  North 
Attleborough  Gas  Light  Company  and  the  Pittsrield  Coal  Gas 
Company,  in  distributing  gas  giving  less  light  than  sixteen 
standard  English  candles  ;  by  the  Cambridge  Gas  Light  Com- 
pany, the  Maiden  and  Melrose  Gas  Company,  the  Newbury- 
port  Gas  and  Electric  Company,  the  North  Adams  Gas  Light 
Company,  the  Pittsrield  Coal  Gas  Company  and  the  Salem  Gas 
Light  COmpany,  in  distributing  gas  containing  more  than  20 
grains  of  sulphur  in  a  hundred  cubic  feet :  by  th<-  Ea^thampton 
Gas  Company,  in  distributing  gas  containing  more  than  10 
grains  of  ammonia  per  hundred  cubic  feet:  and  by  the  Athol 
Gas  and  Electric  Company,  the  Boston  Ga<  Light  Company, 
the  Fall  River  Gas  Works  Company,  the  Gardner  Gas,  Fuel 
and  Light  Company,  the  Spencer  Gas  Company,  the  Peoples 
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Gas  and  Electric  Company  of  Stoneham  and  the  Stoughton 
Gas  and  Electric  Company,  in  distributing  gas  containing 
sulphuretted  hydrogen. 

Municipal  Ownership. 
Official  replies  to  inquiries  relative  to  action  about  a  munic- 
ipal gas  or  electric  lighting  plant  have  been  received  from  193 
towns  and  cities,  including  all  the  cities  and  substantially  all 
the  towns  in  which  the  population  exceeds  1,500  and  in  which 
no  such  action  had  previously  been  taken.  None  of  these, 
except  the  town  of  Memmac,  have  taken  action  during  the 
year. 

Pages  63—68  contain  a  tabular  statement  intended  to  show 
briefly  all  action  within  the  State  in  respect  to  the  municipal 
ownership  of  gas  or  electric  light  plants  prior  to  1903.  The 
pages  following  contain  carefully  prepared  abstracts  from  the 
reports  of  town  officers,  showing  the  history  of  this  movement 
during  the  last  calendar  year.  Later,  on  pages  75-91  inclu- 
sive, appear  the  financial  and  physical  data  compiled  from  the 
annual  returns  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1903,  and  from 
correspondence  with  managers  of  the  plants.  In  Appendix  B 
will  be  found,  under  date  of  June  30,  1903,  the  separate  bal- 
ance sheets,  profit  and  loss  and  manufacturing  accounts  from 
the  annual  returns  of  the  different  municipalities. 
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In  the  city  of  Chicopee  the  annual  budget  contained  an  ap- 
propriation of  $900  for  the  extension  of  street  lights  and  $1,000 
for  the  extension  of  the  alternating  commercial  system.  The 
dam  across  the  stream  from  which  condensing  water  was  taken 
for  the  engines  having  been  washed  away  in  a  violent  storm, 
$1,700  was  appropriated  to  replace  it.  The  appropriations 
for  the  previous  year  having  been  insufficient,  an  additional 
sum  of  $1,990.24  was  appropriated  for  new  construction. 

In  the  town  of  Danvers,  at  an  adjourned  session  of  the 
annual  meeting  held  April  8,  "to  provide  for  overdraft  for 
construction  for  1902  of  $1,021.05  and  construction  for  1903," 
the  sum  of  $2,000  was  appropriated,  and,  to  provide  for  the 
payment  of  this  appropriation,  the  treasurer  was  authorized 
"  to  issue  bonds  for  that  amount,  to  be  dated  April  1,  1903,  to 
be  payable  in  fifteen  years,  and  to  bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  to 
exceed  4  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually.*' 

These  bonds  were  issued  on  May  28,  and  the  town  re- 
ceived for  them  $2,121.80  and  accrued  interest  amounting  to 
$12.07. 

In  the  city  of  Fall  River  the  following  order  was  offered  in 
the  board  of  aldermen  on  June  1  :  — 

Ordered,  That  it  is  expedient  for  the  city  of  Fall  River  to  exercise 
the  authority  conferred  upon  cities  and  towns  by  chapter  34  of  the 
Revised  Laws  and  all  acts  in  amendment  thereof  or  in  addition  thereto, 
and  by  section  1  of  said  chapter,  relative  to  the  construction,  purchas- 
ing or  leasing  and  maintaining  within  the  limits  of  the  city  of  Fall 
River  of  a  plant  for  the  manufacture  or  distribution  of  electricity  for 
furnishing  light  for  municipal  use,  and  light,  heat  and  power,  except 
for  the  operation  of  electric  cars,  for  the  use  of  its  inhabitants.  And 
it  is  further  — 

Ordered,  That  the  city  of  Fall  River  be  and  it  is  hereby  authorized 
to  acquire,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  said  chapter  aud  of 
all  acts  in  amendment  thereof  or  in  addition  thereto,  to  construct, 
purchase  or  lease,  and  maintain  within  its  limits  one  or  more  plants 
for  the  manufacture  or  distribution  of  electricity  for  furnishing  light, 
heat  and  power  as  aforesaid. 

This  was  adopted  in  the  board  July  0,  by  18  yeas,  f>  nays, 
and  was  approved  on  July  14. 

The  town  of  Hinghamy  pursuant  to  the  recommendation  of 
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the  municipal  light  board,  appropriated  $555  for  new  electric 
light  construction. 

The  bonds  of  the  city  of  Holyoke,  amounting  to  8720,000, 
which  were  authorized  Nov.  18,  1902,  were  sold  on  December 
15  of  that  year  at  a  premium  of  81 0,0 72. 80,  in  addition  to 
the  accrued  interest  of  $970.(57.  On  Sept.  30,  1903,  the 
city  treasurer  was  instructed  "  to  issue  to  the  Holyoke  Water 
Power  Company  a  note  for  $17,000  for  material  furnished  to 
the  city  by  said  company;  said  note  to  be  dated  Nov.  30, 
1903,  to  be  payable  one  year  from  the  date  of  issue,  and  to 
bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  4  per  cent,  per  annum."  The  city 
treasurer  was  further  instructed  in  the  making  of  said  note  to 
reserve  the  right  to  the  city  to  pay  the  whole  or  any  part 
thereof  with  interest  before  maturity.  This  payment  was  for 
supplies,  such  as  coal,  coke,  gas  oil,  lime,  fire  brick,  and  other 
materials,  which  were  on  hand  at  the  time  of  the  transfer  of 
the  plants,  also  about  1,400  meters  and  certain  gas  and  electric 
extensions  which  had  been  put  in  place  since  the  litigation 
about  the  plant  was  begun,  and  which  were  accordingly  not 
included  in  the  finding  of  the  commissioners.  On  October  20 
the  city  treasurer  was  authorized  and  directed  "to  issue  the 
registered  bonds  of  the  city  of  Holyoke  in  the  aggregate  prin- 
cipal sum  of  $3(i,000,  in  denominations  of  $600  each,  or  any 
multiple  thereof,  bearing  date  the  first  day  of  October,  1903, 
payable  $3,600  thereof  on  the  first  day  of  October  in  each  of 
the  years  1904  to  1913  inclusive,  bearing  interest  at  the  rate 
of  3%  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually  on  the  first 
days  of  April  and  October  in  each  year.  The  said  bonds  shall 
be  sold  by  the  treasurer,  and  the  proceed-  of  the  -ale  thereof 
shall  be  used  to  pay  for  the  reconstructing,  enlarging  and 
extending  the  gas  and  electric  light  plants  of  the  city  of 
Holyoke."  These  bonds  were  sold  for  par  and  Slo'5.50  accrued 
interest . 

In  the  town  of  Hudson,  at  a  session  of  the  annual  meeting 
on  April  (>,  the  committee  appointed  on  March  '2  reported 
recommending  the  expenditure  of  $13,000  for  new  construc- 
tion for  the  electric  light  plant.  This  recommendation  was 
tabled.  On  April  22  the  recommendation  was  adopted,  and 
the  town  treasurer  was  authorized  "to  issue  the  notes  of  the 
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town  to  the  amount  of  $13,000,  in  denominations  of  $500  each, 
bearing  interest  at  not  exceeding  4  per  cent,  per  annum,  pay- 
able semi-annually;  said  notes  to  bear  date  of  July  1,  1903, 
and  to  be  payable  one  each  year,  commencing  with  the  year 
1904." 

The  town  of  Hull  at  the  annual  meeting  appropriated 
$5,039.13  for  new  construction. 

In  the  town  of  Ipswich  at  the  annual  meeting,  under  an 
article  1 4  to  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard  to 
establishing  an  electric  lighting  plant,  and  to  provide  for  the 
payment  of  the  same,"  it  was  voted  to  issue  bonds  to  the 
amount  of  $25,000,  payable  within  thirty  years,  with  intcre-t 
at  4  per  cent,  per  annum :  and  the  proceeds  of  these  bonds 
were  appropriated  4 'to  the  payment  of  the  necessary  exj>enses 
and  liabilities  to  be  incurred  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of 
chapter  34  of  the  Revised  Laws  and  the  votes  already  passed 
under  its  authority,  and  including  expenses  in  the  preparation 
and  sale  of  said  bonds  and  the  purchase  of  land  and  material 
and  for  other  acts  neces-arv  for  the  establishment  of  an  electric 
lighting  plant  in  accordance  with  the  votes  already  passed." 

On  December  14  the  town  voted  to  appropriate  $5,000,  "to 
be  used  to  defray  the  cost  of  the  present  plant,  for  the  in- 
troduction of  the  commercial  service  and  the  purchase  of  neces- 
sary equipment  for  the  distribution  of  electricity  for  such 
service."  The  treasurer  was  authorized  to  issue  notes  of  the 
town  to  the  amount  of  $5,000,  bearing  interest  at  4  per  cent, 
per  annum  :  and  the  notes  were  made  payable  as  follows  :  * 4  five 
notes  for  $1,000  each,  payable  one  each  year,  commencing 
1915  to  1919." 

Lender  these  votes  a  plant  for  the  supply  of  <rrcet  and  com- 
mercial lighting  has  been  built,  with  a  capacity  of  90  kilo- 
watts, which  the  committee  in  charge  turned  over  to  the  town 
on  January  1.  The  total  expenditure  to  December  31  was 
$26,194.30. 

The  town  of  Mansfield  on  June  9  voted  44  to  issue  bonds  to 
the  amount  of  $40,000,  .  .  .  said  bonds  to  be  issued  at  such 
dates  as  may  be  deemed  by  the  selectmen  to  be  for  the  best  in- 
terests of  the  town,  ...  to  be  payable  at  the  end  of  thirty 
years  from  the  date  of  issue,  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  to  exceed 
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4  per  cent,  per  annum,  .  .  .  and  that  the  proceeds  received 
from  the  sale  of  said  bonds  be  applied  to  the  building  and 
establishing  of  a  municipal  electric  light  plant."' 

Under  this  authority  an  electric  lighting  plant  has  been 
partially  completed.  The  bonds  were  sold  on  October  1  for 
$40,804.44,  the  purchasers  paying  4  per  cent.  "  on  the  money 
deposited  with  them  which  has  not  been  used.'' 

The  town  of  Marblehead  at  the  annual  meeting  in  March 
appropriated  the  sum  of  SI, 200  for  municipal  lighting  plant 
construction. 

The  town  of  Merrimac  on  May  16  voted  upon  the  following 
question  :  u  Shall  the  town  construct  and  maintain  within  its 
limits,  in  accordance  with  the  pro  visions  of  chapter  34  of  the 
Revised  Laws,  one  or  more  plants  for  the  manufacture  and  dis- 
tribution of  electricity  for  furnishing  lights  for  municipal  use 
and  light,  heat  and  power,  except  for  the  operation  of  electric 
cars,  for  the  use  of  its  inhabitants?"  The  whole  number  of 
ballots  cast  was  190,  of  which  172  were  yes  and  18  no. 

The  town  of  Middleborouyh  at  the  annual  meeting  in  March 
voted  to  appropriate  $1,142  for  additions  to  the  electric  light 
plant.  Six  thousand  dollars  have  been  received  by  the  town 
during  the  year  on  account  of  damages  to  the  plant,  through 
the  change  of  grade  in  the  abolishing  of  grade  crossings,  and 
the  commissioners  were  instructed  by  the  town  to  expend  what- 
ever money  should  be  received  from  this  source  in  installing  a 
new  engine  at  the  station. 

The  town  of  Needliam  on  January  5  voted  that  "  from  Jan. 
1,  1903,  to  Oct.  I,  1903,  the  town  of  Xeedham  shall  pay  the 
Greendale  Chemical  and  Electric  Lighting  Company  at  the  rate 
of  $12  per  year  per  light,  instead  of  the  sum  now  being  paid  by 
the  town  under  the  contract  existing  between  the  town  and  said 
company."  On  April  8  the  selectmen  were  instructed  by  the 
town  "to  make  a  contract  Avith  the  Greendale  Chemical  and 
Electric  Lighting  Company  for  lighting  the  streets,  in  the  same 
form  as  to  the  service  as  the  contract  originally  made  with  the 
Eliot  Falls  Electric  Company,  for  a  term  of  five  years,  with 
the  privilege  of  renewal,  at  a  price  per  light  not  exceeding  $10 
per  annum." 
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This  contract  was  executed  on  July  15,  1903.  On  July  27 
the  selectmen  were  authorized  by  the  town  to  assent  to  the 
transfer  of  this  contract  from  the  Greendale  company  to  the 
Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Company  of  Boston,  and  to  the 
future  performance  of  such  contract  by  the  Boston  company. 

The  town  of  Peabody  at  the  annual  meeting  in  March  appro- 
priated the  sum  of  $550  for  the  extension  of  the  arc  lights,  and 
at  a  special  meeting,  on  October  16,  $2,500  for  the  extension 
of  the  incandescent  system. 

The  town  of  Beading  at  the  annual  meeting  in  March  appro- 
priated the  sum  of  $3,000  and  the  unexpended  balance  of  the 
year  1902  for  new  construction  and  the  extension  of  the  munic- 
ipal light  plant  for  the  year  1903.  One  proposition  to  erect  an 
arc  light  was  referred  to  the  electric  light  commissioners,  and 
two  others  were  indefinitely  postponed.  It  was  voted  to  renew 
the  note  for  $1,400  issued  on  account  of  the  electric  light  plant 
and  which  matured  on  May  1. 

In  the  city  of  Taunton  the  new  works,  whose  inception  was 
described  in  the  last  annual  report  of  this  Board,  were  so  far 
completed  on  September  14  that  some  of  the  machinery  was 
started  up,  and  has  since  been  running  in  connection  with  the 
old  station,  which  has  not  yet  been  abandoned,  because  the 
new  is  incomplete. 

The  town  of  Wakefield  on  November  9  voted  to  appropri- 
ate $2,600  for  the  extension  of  the  gas  and  electric  lighting 
plant. 

In  the  town  of  Welle&ley  at  the  annual  meeting  on  March  30 
the  first  board  of  Avater  and  municipal  light  commissioners, 
authorized  by  chapter  144  of  the  Acts  of  1902,  was  elected. 
Appropriations  amounting  to  $1,642  were  made  at  various 
times  for  minor  additions  to  the  electric  lighting  and  distrib- 
uting system.  At  the  annual  meeting  it  was  voted  that,  "if 
within  three  months  from  date  the  board  of  water  and  municipal 
lisrht  commissioners  are  unable  to  contract  for  current  at  a  cost 
of  about  3  cents  per  kilowatt  hour,  they  be  and  hereby  are  in- 
structed to  report  to  the  town  on  the  cost  of  the  construction 
and  operation  of  the  municipal  generating  and  distributing 
plant.*'    At  a  meeting  on  April  6  the  same  commissioners  were 
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authorized  1 '  to  make  a  contract  for  one  year  or  more  with  any 
electric  Light  company,  or  build  a  distributing  station  if  they 
think  best." 

The  town  of  Westfield  at  the  annual  meeting  held  on  April 
6  voted  to  "  appropriate  the  sum  of  $10,000,  to  be  expended 
for  new  construction  in  connection  with  the  gas  and  electric 
light  works,  and  that  the  same  be  paid  from  the  receipts  of  the 
works."  Of  this  appropriation  $8,750  was  intended  for  the  elec- 
tric portion  of  the  plant  and  SI, 250  for  the  gas  portion.  The 
selectmen,  at  a  meeting  held  on  February  5,  voted  that  "  on 
and  after  April  1,  1903,  the  price  of  gas  be  reduced  15  cents 
per  thousand  feet ;  and  that  on  and  after  that  date  the  price 
charged  for  gas  shall  be  $1.65  per  thousand  feet,  with  a  dis- 
count of  20  cents  per  thousand  feet  on  bills  paid  within  fifteen 
(lavs  after  bills  are  rendered."' 

Municipal  Statistics. 
The  following  table  contains  the  names  of  the  municipalities 
operating  lighting  plants  on  June  30,  1903  ;  the  population  of 
each,  according  to  the  census  ot  1900  ;  the  kind  of  supply  and 
the  year  when  the  same  was  begun  :  the  amount  invested  in  the 
plant  since  the  inception  of  the  enterprise,  including  that  raised 
by  loans  and  by  direct  taxation  ;  the  total  valuation  of  all  estates 
in  town  for  the  year  of  the  return,  and  the  amount  per  thou- 
sand raised  by  taxation.  The  towns  of  Belmont,  Hingham 
and  Welleslev  have  only  distributing  plants,  and  have  bought 
their  electricity,  the  first  named  prior  to  October,  1902,  from 
the  Somerville  Electric  Light  Company,  and  after  that  date 
from  the  Cambridge  Electric  Light  Company,  the  second  from 
the  Weymouth  Light  and  Power  Company,  and  the  last  from 
the  Xatick  Gas  and  Electric  Company.

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The  first  of  the  two  tables  following  shows  the  number  of 
street  lights  of  each  candle-power  installed  on  June  30,  1903  ; 
also  the  average  number  in  use  throughout  the  year,  and  the 
average  days  and  hours  the  same  were  burned  in  the  munici- 
palities named.  The  second  table  contains  an  exhibit  of  the 
cost  of  these  lights  to  the  several  municipalities.  This  table  is 
compiled  to  indicate,  as  nearly  as  may  be  from  the  data  avail- 
able, the  cost  per  lamp  per  year  of  the  street  electric  lights  in 
the  several  municipalities,  as  determined  by  the  items  shown  and 
upon  the  average  daily  number  of  lights  used  during  the  year 
as  given  in  the  preceding  table.  The  net  loss  in  operating  is 
the  difference  between  the  operating  expenses  and  the  income 
from  commercial  lighting.  Interest  is  computed  upon  the  total 
investment  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  at  the  rate  paid  upon 
the  bonds  or  notes,  and  depreciation  at  the  statutory  rate  of  5  per 
cent,  upon  the  cost  of  the  plant  as  shown  by  the  books  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year.  AYhe'never  the  lights  are  of  different 
kinds  or  candle-powers,  the  total  cost  obtained  in  the  manner 
indicated  is  apportioned  to  each  kind  according  to  the  amount 
of  energy  theoretically  necessary  under  average  conditions  to 
maintain  the  lights  at  the  standard  candle-power.  The  table  is 
devised  upon  the  theory  that  for  all  its  expenditure  the  munici- 
pality receives  only  its  street  lighting  and  the  income  from  its 
commercial  business,  and  that  the  cost  of  the  former  to  the  city 
or  town  is  the  difference  between  such  income  and  the  entire 
cost  of  carrying  on  the  business.  Obviously,  this  cost  is  affected 
by  the  profit  or  loss  on  the  commercial  lighting.  The  value  of 
the  interior  lighting  supply  to  municipal  buildings  is  either  in- 
cluded as  a  part  of  the  commercial  income,  or  is  allowed  in  the 
computations  at  a  fair  amount,  as  determined  by  the  respective 
managers.

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The  towns  of  Middleborough,  Wakefield  and  Westfield,  and 
the  city  of  Holyoke,  operate  gas  plants,  the  first  since  Oct.  31, 
1893,  the  second  since  Aug.  7,  1894,  the  third  since  June  1, 
1899,  and  the  last  since  Dec.  15,  1902. 

The  plant  at  Middleborough  makes  oil  gas,  those  at  Wake- 
field and  Westfield  coal  gas,  that  at  Holyoke  coal  and  water  gas. 

During  the  year  1903  examinations  by  the  State  inspector 
for  candle-power  and  purity  were  made  twice  in  Middleborough. 
three  times  in  Wakefield,  five  times  in  Westfield  and  seventeen 
times  in  Holyoke  during  its  six  and  one-half  months'  opera- 
tions as  a  municipal  plant.  Impurities  prohibited  b}T  statute 
were  found  twice  only,  both  in  Holyoke.

The  average  price  received  in  Holyoke  for  gas  sold  in  the 
year  ending-  June  30,  1903,  was  $1.33  per  thousand  :  in  Middle- 
borough,  $2.27  ;  in  Wakefield,  $1.65  ;  and  in  Westtield,  $1.60. 
The  cost  of  gas  during  the  same  period,  computed  by  the  method 
applied  to  the  cost  ot  electric  lighting  in  the  table  on  page  89, 
and  explained  on  page  87,  was,  in  Holyoke,  $1.35  ;  in  Middle- 
borough,  $4.84;  in  Wakefield,  $1.66;  in  Westtield,  $1.24. 

The  law  requires  the  accounts  of  the  municipal  plants  to  be 
closed  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  June,  and  the  annual  return  to  be 
filed  with  the  Board  on  or  before  the  second  Wednesday  of 
September  following.    This  requirement  is  the  same  that  is 
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made  of  regularly  incorporated  companies.  That  the  interval 
between  the  closing  of  the  accounts  and  the  date  for  filing  the 
return  is  ample  is  fully  shown  by  the  fact  that  nearly  all  of  the 
companies  and  municipalities  comply  with  the  statute.  Some, 
however,  through  the  negligence  or  indifference  of  the  man- 
agers, delay  so  long  as  to  embarrass  the  Board  in  its  preparation 
of  the  data  for  the  annual  report,  and  to  postpone  the  presenta- 
tion of  that  document  to  the  Legislature.  A  similar  experience 
with  the  companies  was  corrected  by  the  law  imposing  a  pen- 
alty for  delayed  returns.  We  recommend  that  some  provision 
of  a  kindred  character  be  made  to  insure  greater  promptness 
on  the  part  of  managers  of  municipal  plants.

Acts  of  1903. 


[Chapter  93.] 

An  Act  to  authorize  the  North  Adams  Gas  Light  Company  to 

do  Business  in  the  Town  of  Clarksburg. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  North  Adams  Gas  Light  Company  is  hereby 
authorized,  upon  the  approval  of  the  board  of  selectmen  of  the 
town  of  Clarksburg  and  of  the  board  of  gas  and  electric  light  com- 
missioners, to  carry  on  the  business  of  furnishing  gas  and  electricity 
for  heat,  light  and  power  in  the  town  of  Clarksburg ;  with  all  the 
rights,  powers  and  privileges,  and  subject  to  all  the  duties  and 
liabilities  set  forth  in  all  general  laws  now  or  hereafter  in  force 
applicable  to  such  corporations. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.  [Ap- 
proved February  13,  1903. 


[Chapter  159.] 

An  Act  to  authorize  the  Pittsfield  Coal  Gas  Company,  under 
Certain  Conditions,  to  furnish  Gas  and  Electricity  in  the 
Town  of  Dalton. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  The  Pittsfield  Coal  Gas  Company  is  hereby  author- 
ized, upon  the  approval  of  the  board  of  gas  and  electric  light  com- 
missioners, and  with  the  consent  of  the  selectmen  of  the  town  of 
Dalton,  to  furnish  gas  and  electricity  for  heat,  light  and  power  in  the 
town  of  Dalton,  with  all  the  rights,  powers  and  privileges  and  subject 
to  all  the  duties,  restrictions  and  liabilities  set  forth  in  all  general 
laws  now  or  hereafter  in  force  applicable  to  such  corporations. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.  [Ap- 
proved March  17,  1903. 
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[Chapter  164.] 

An  Act  relative  to  the  Furnishing  of  Power  by  Gas  and 
Electric  Light  Companies. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows  : 

Section  thirty-three  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty-one  of  the 
Revised  Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  word  "  and  ",  in 
the  third  line,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word :  —  or,  —  by 
striking  out  the  words  "  or  heat",  in  the  fourth  line,  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  words  :  —  heat  or  power,  —  and  by  striking  out  all 
of  said  section  after  the  word  "company",  in  the  tenth  line,  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words:  —  engaged  in  the  manufacture 
and  sale  of  gas  to  supply  the  petitioner  with  gas  for  any  of  said 
purposes,  or  the  corporation  or  company  engaged  in  the  manufacture 
and  sale  of  electricity  to  supply  the  petitioner  with  electricity  for  any 
of  said  purposes,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  are  legal  and 
reasonable,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows  :  —  Section  33.  Upon  the 
petition  in  writing  of  any  person  who  has  a  residence  or  place  of 
business  in  a  city  or  town  in  which  a  corporation  or  company  is 
engaged  in  the  manufacture  or  sale  of  gas  or  electricity  for  light,  heat 
or  power,  and  who  is  aggrieved  by  the  refusal  or  neglect  of  such 
corporation  or  company  to  supply  him  with  gas  or  electricity,  the 
board  of  gas  and  electric  light  commissioners  may,  after  notice  to  the 
corporation  or  company  to  appear  at  a  time  and  place  therein  named 
to  show  cause  why  the  prayer  of  such  petition  should  not  be  granted, 
issue  an  order  directing  and  requiring  the  corporation  or  company 
engaged  in  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  gas  to  supply  the  petitioner 
with  gas  for  any  of  said  purposes,  or  the  corporation  or  company 
engaged  in  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  electricity  to  supply  the 
petitioner  with  electricity  for  any  of  said  purposes,  upon  such  terms 
and  conditions  as  are  legal  and  reasonable.  [Approved  March  19, 
1903. 


[Chapter  215.] 

An  Act  to  authorize  the  Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Com- 
pany of  Brockton,  under  Certain  Conditions,  to  furnish  Elec- 
tricity in  the  Town  of  Whitman. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  jollows : 

Section  1.  The  Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Company  of  Brockton 
is  hereby  authorized,  upon  the  approval  of  the  board  of  gas  and  elec- 
tric light  commissioners,  and  with  the  consent  of  the  selectmen  of  the 
town  of  Whitman,  to  furnish  electricity  for  heat,  light  and  power  in

said  town ;  with  all  the  rights,  powers  and  privileges  and  subject  to 
all  the  duties  and  liabilities  set  forth  in  all  general  laws  now  or  here- 
after in  force  applicable  to  such  corporations. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.  [Ap- 
proved April  9,  1903. 


[Chapter  221.1 

An  Act  to  authorize  the  Millers  Falls  Water  Supply  Dis- 
trict to  furnish  Electricity  for  Light  and  Power. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  The  Millers  Falls  Water  Supply  District  in  the  towns 
of  Montague  and  Erving,  in  addition  to  the  powers  conferred  upon  it 
by  chapter  one  hundred  and  fifty  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-six,  and  extended  by  chapter  five  hundred  of  the 
acts  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  two,  is  hereby  authorized  to 
establish  an  electric  plant  for  the  purpose  of  owning,  generating, 
storing,  transmitting  and  selling  electricity  for  light,  heat  or  power, 
except  for  the  operation  of  street  railways,  for  the  use  of  and  distri- 
bution among  the  inhabitants  of  said  district,  or  for  the  use  of  either 
of  said  towns  or  of  any  corporation,  manufacturing  or  otherwise, 
except  street  railway  corporations,  doing  business  either  within  or 
without  said  district,  or  without  said  district  but  within  said  towns ; 
with  all  the  rights  and  privileges  and  subject  to  all  the  duties, 
restrictions  and  liabilities  of  towns  authorized  to  manufacture  or 
distribute  electricity,  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  applicable  to  said 
district  and  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  2.  Said  district  may,  subject  to  all  general  laws  relating 
to  the  erection,  maintenance  and  operation  of  lines  for  the  trans- 
mission of.  electric  light,  heat  or  power,  so  far  as  the  same  are 
applicable,  construct  and  operate  lines  for  the  transmission  of  light, 
heat  or  power  upon  and  along  the  public  ways  of  the  said  towns,  but 
subject  to  the  local  laws  and  regulations  of  said  towns  ;  and  for  this 
purpose  may  erect  and  maintain  upon  said  public  ways  such  posts 
and  other  fixtures  as  may  be  necessary  to  sustain  the  wires  and  other 
fixtures  of  its  lines. 

Section  3.  Said  district,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  may  contract 
with  the  Greenfield  and  Turners  Falls  Street  Railway  Company,  or 
with  the  Millers  Falls  Company,  or  with  the  Millers  Falls  Paper  Com- 
pany, or  with  any  other  corporation  or  individual  properly  equipped 
for  the  said  purposes,  to  supply  and  furnish  it  with  power  for  the 
generation  of  electricity  for  the  purposes  herein  named,  on  such 
terms  and  conditions  as  are  authorized  between  street  railway  com-

panies  and  towns  under  chapter  four  hundred  and  forty-nine  of  the 
acts  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  two. 

Section  4.  The  board  of  water  commissioners  of  said  district,  or 
such  other  officer  or  officers  as  said  district  may  from  time  to  time 
determine,  subject  to  such  orders,  rules  and  regulations  not  incon- 
sistent with  law  as  said  district  may  prescribe,  shall,  so  far  as  is 
consistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  have  and  exercise  all  the 
powers  and  be  subject  to  all  the  duties  of  the  officer  provided  for  in 
section  twenty  of  chapter  thirty-four  of  the  Revised  Laws  and  acts 
in  amendment  thereof  and  in  addition  thereto. 

Section  5.  For  the  purpose  of  paying  the  expenses  and  liabilities 
incurred  in  establishing  a  plant  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  said 
district  may  issue,  from  time  to  time,  bonds,  notes  or  certificates  of 
debt,  signed  by  the  treasurer  of  said  district  and  countersigned  by 
the  chairman  of  said  board  of  water  commissioners,  to  be  denomi- 
nated on  the  face  thereof,  Millers  Falls  Water  Supply  District  Elec- 
tric Loan,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  fifteen  thousand  dollars  in 
addition  to  the  amount  heretofore  authorized  by  law  to  be  issued  by 
said  district  for  water  supply  purposes.  Such  bonds,  notes  or  certifi- 
cates of  debt  shall  be  issued  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  and  with 
the  powers  which  are  provided  in  chapter  one  hundred  and  fifty  of 
the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-six  for  the  issue 
of  the  Millers  Falls  Water  Supply  District  Loan,  except  that  the  rate 
of  interest  thereon  shall  not  exceed  five  per  cent  per  annum. 

Section  6.  Said  district  may  reconstruct,  extend  or  enlarge  its 
electric  plant,  but  no  such  reconstruction,  extension  or  enlargement 
beyond  the  necessary  and  ordinary  maintenance,  repair  and  replace- 
ment thereof,  except  such  increased  appliances  for  the  distribution 
of  electricity  as  may  be  necessary  to  furnish  the  same  to  new  takers, 
shall  be  undertaken  or  made  except  by  a  two  thirds  vote  of  the  voters 
of  said  district  present  and  voting  thereon  at  any  legal  district  meet- 
ing called  for  that  purpose. 

Section  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage,  but  shall 
not  become  operative  until  it  has  been  accepted  by  a  vote  of  two 
thirds  of  the  voters  present  and  voting  at  each  of  two  legal  meetings 
of  said  district  duly  called  for  the  purpose,  of  which  meetings  the 
second  shall  be  held  at  an  interval  of  not  less  than  two  nor  more  than 
thirteen  months  after  the  first.  At  said  meetings  said  vote  shall  be 
taken  by  written  or  printed  ballot  and  by  use  of  the  check  list. 
When  such  a  vote  has  failed  of  passage  at  the  second  of  said  meet- 
ings as  hereinbefore  provided  no  similar  vote  shall  be  taken  until 
after  the  expiration  of  two  years.    [Approved  April  0,  1903. 
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[Chapter  237.] 

An  Act  relative  to  the  Granting  of  Locations  for  Poles  and 

Wires. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  two  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty-two  of  the  Revised 
Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  whole  of  said  section  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following :  —  Section  2.  The  mayor 
and  aldermen  of  a  city  or  the  selectmen  of  a  town  through  which  the 
lines  of  a  company  are  to  pass  shall  give  the  company  a  writing 
specifying  where  the  poles  may  be  located,  the  kind  of  poles,  the 
height  at  which,  and  the  places  where,  the  wires  may  run.  Any 
company,  except  street  railway  companies,  desiring  permission  to 
erect  poles,  piers,  abutments  or  other  fixtures  upon  or  along  any 
public  way  shall,  in  writing,  petition  the  said  mayor  and  aldermen  or 
selectmen  therefor.  A  public  hearing  shall  be  held  on  such  petition, 
and  written  notices  of  the  time  and  place  at  which  such  hearing  will 
be  held  shall  be  mailed  at  least  three  days  before  said  hearing,  by  the 
clerk  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  the  petition  for  locations  has  been 
made,  to  the  owners  of  real  estate  along  the  ways  or  parts  of  ways 
upon  which  it  is  proposed  to  construct  said  line,  as  determined  by  the 
last  preceding  assessment  for  taxation.  The  clerk  of  the  city  or  town 
shall  endorse  upon  the  order  or  specification  of  locations  granted,  his 
certificate  that  notices  were  sent  and  a  hearing  held  as  herein  pro- 
vided, and  no  such  order  or  specification  shall  be  valid  without  such 
certificate.  After  the  erection  of  the  lines  the  mayor  and  aldermen 
or  selectmen  may,  after  giving  the  company  or  its  agents  an  oppor- 
tunity to  be  heard,  or  upon  petition  of  the  company  without  hearing 
or  notice,  direct  any  alteration  in  the  location  or  erection  of  the 
poles,  piers  or  abutments,  and  in  the  height  of  the  wires ;  and  no 
permit  shall  be  required  for  renewing,  repairing  or  replacing  poles, 
piers,  abutments  or  other  fixtures  once  erected  under  the  provisions 
of  law.  Such  certificates,  specifications  and  decisions  shall  be 
recorded  in  the  records  of  the  city  or  town.  [ Approved  April  15, 
1903. 


[Chapter  255.] 

An  Act  relative  to  the  Elements  of  Value  in  Certain  Gas 
and  Electric  Lighting  Plants. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Section  ten  of  chapter  thirty-four  of  the  Revised 
Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  words  "  locations  or 
similar  rights  and  ",  in  the  seventeenth  and  eighteenth  lines,  so  as 
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to  read  as  follows  :  —  Section  10.  If,  when  a  city  or  town  votes 
to  establish  a  municipal  lighting  plant,  any  person  or  corporation 
engaged  at  the  time  of  the  first  vote  required  by  sections  two  and 
three  of  this  chapter  in  the  business  of  generating  or  distributing  gas 
or  electricity  for  sale  for  lighting  purposes  in  such  city  or  town  shall 
elect  to  sell  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided,  the  city  or  town 
shall  purchase  of  him  or  it  such  portion  of  his  or  its  plant  and  prop- 
erty within  the  limits  of  such  city  or  town  as  is  suitable  for  and  is 
used  in  connection  with  such  business.  Such  purchase  shall  be 
required  to  include  both  a  gas  and  electric  lighting  plant  only  if  a 
single  corporation  owns  or  operates  both  such  plants.  If  the  main 
gas  works  or  the  central  electric  lighting  station  lie  within  the  city  or 
town  limits,  such  city  or  town  shall  purchase  the  whole  of  such  plant 
and  the  property  used  in  connection  therewith,  lying  within  such 
imits,  at  its  fair  market  value  for  the  purposes  of  its  use  ;  but  no 
portion  of  such  plant  shall  be  estimated  at  less  than  its  fair  market 
value  for  any  other  purpose,  including,  as  an  element  of  value,  the 
damages,  if  any,  caused  by  the  severance  of  any  portion  of  such 
plant  lying  outside  such  city  or  town  limits,  if  they  are  not  purchased 
by  the  city  or  town,  and  excluding  any  mortgage  or  other  incum- 
brance or  lien  to  which  such  plant  or  any  part  thereof  may  be  subject 
at  the  time  of  such  purchase.  The  city  or  town  may  require  the 
plant  and  property  to  be  transferred  to  it  free  of  any  mortgage  or 
lien  unless  the  commissioners  appointed  under  the  provisions  of  the 
following  section  otherwise  determine.  Such  value  shall  be  estimated 
without  enhancement  on  account  of  future  earning  capacity  or  good 
will  or  of  exclusive  privileges  derived  from  rights  in  the  public 
streets.  If  the  main  gas  works  or  central  electric  lighting  station  of 
such  plant  lie  without  the  city  or  town  limits,  the  city  or  town  shall 
purchase  only  that  portion  of  the  plant  or  property  within  its  limits, 
estimating  its  value  as  above  provided,  but  without  allowance  of 
damages  on  account  of  severance  of  plant.  No  city  or  town  shall  be 
required  to  buy  any  apparatus  or  appliances  which  are  covered  by 
letters  patent  of  the  United  States  or  embody  a  patentable  invention 
unless  a  complete  right  to  use  the  same  and  all  other  apparatus  or 
appliances  necessary  for  its  use,  to  such  extent  as  such  city  or  town 
shall  reasonably  require,  shall  be  assigned  or  granted  to  it  at  a  cost 
as  low  as  it  would  be  to  the  person  or  corporation  whose  plant  is 
purchased.  No  city  or  town  shall  be  required  to  buy  any  property 
unnecessarily  added  to  a  plant  after  the  passage  of  its  first  vote  under 
the  provisions  of  sections  two  or  three,  nor  any  property  except  such 
as  would  be  suitable  for  the  ordinary  business  of  the  vendor.  If  any 
property  or  plant  which  the  city  or  town  would  be  entitled  or  required 
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to  bay  would  not  be  available  to  it  if  purchased,  by  reason  of  liens, 
interests  of  third  parties,  private  contracts  or  other  causes  whereby 
the  city  or  town  would  be  at  a  greater  disadvantage  in  its  use  than 
the  vendor,  it  may  be  released  from  buying  the  same,  or  it  may  be 
allowed  an  equitable  discount  from  the  purchase  price  as  the  commis- 
sioners provided  for  in  the  following  section  determine. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.  [Ap- 
proved April  17,  1903. 


[Chapter  284.] 

An  Act  to  extend  the  Corporate  Powers  of  the  Conway  Elec- 
tric Street  Railway  Company. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  The  Conway  Electric  Street  Railway  Company  may. 
for  all  purposes  necessary  or  incident  to  the  construction,  mainte- 
nance and  operation  of  an  electric  street  railway,  generate,  manu- 
facture, use  and  transmit  electricity  in  any  city  or  town  wherein  it 
is  now  authorized  to  operate  a  street  railway,  and  for  the  purposes 
aforesaid  may  erect  and  maintain  poles,  trolley,  feed  and  stay  wires 
and  other  devices  for  conducting  electricity  in,  over  or  under  any 
public  ways  and  bridges,  in  any  city  or  town  wherein  it  has  been  or 
may  be  authorized  to  operate  its  railway,  and  upon  and  over  any 
private  land  with  the  consent  of  the  owners  thereof,  and  may  sell 
electricity  to  or  purchase  electricity  from  any  other  street  railway  or 
electric  lighting  company  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  this  Com- 
monwealth. 

Section  2.  Said  company  may  purchase  or  lease  and  hold  all 
real  estate  and  water  power  necessary  or  convenient  for  operating  its 
power  stations  by  water  power  and  for  other  uses  incident  to  the 
proper  maintenance  and  operation  of  its  railway,  and  for  the  purpose 
of  furnishing  motive  power  for  its  own  use  or  for  the  use  of  any  con- 
necting street  railway,  or  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  electricity  as 
provided  in  section  one. 

Section  3.  For  the  purposes  aforesaid  the  said  Conway  Electric 
Street  Railway  Company  may  increase  its  capital  stock  and  may  issue 
bonds,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners 
and  in  accordance  with  the  general  laws  relating  thereto. 

Section  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.  [Ap- 
proved April  30,  1903.

[Chapter  289.] 

An  Act  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Gas  and  Electric  Light 
Commissioners  to  license  the  People's  Gas  and  Electric  Com- 
pany of  Stoneham  to  make  and  sell  Gas. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc  ,  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  The  board  of  gas  and  electric  light  commissioners  is 
hereby  authorized  to  license  the  People's  Gas  and  Electric  Company 
of  Stoneham  to  make  and  sell  gas  for  light,  heat  or  power,  of  such 
candle-power  and  for  such  time  as  said  board  may  determine,  and 
the  board  may  renew  such  license  at  the  expiration  thereof.  After 
receiving  such  license  and  during  the  time  or  times  mentioned  therein 
said  company  shall  be  exempt  from  any  penalty  or  prohibition  pro- 
vided in  section  fourteen  of  chapter  fifty-eight  of  the  Revised  Laws 
relating  to  candle-power,  and  also  from  the  requirements  of  section 
eighty  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  ten  relative  to  a  chimney  or  a  flue. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.  \_Ap- 
proved  April  30,  1903. 


[Chapter  320.] 

An  Act  relative  to  Public  Service  Corporations  and  their 

Employees. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows : 

Section  1.  No  railroad,  street  railway,  electric  light,  gas,  tele- 
graph, telephone,  water  or  steamboat  company  shall  appoint,  pro- 
mote, reinstate,  suspend  or  discharge  any  person  employed  or  seeking 
employment  by  any  such  company  at  the  request  of  the  governor, 
lieutenant  governor,  or  any  member  or  member  elect  of  the  council 
or  of  the  general  court,  or  candidate  therefor,  justice  of  the  supreme 
judicial  court,  justice  of  the  superior  court,  judge  of  probate,  justice 
of  a  police,  district  or  municipal  court,  district  attorney,  member  or 
member  elect  of  a  board  of  county  commissioners,  or  candidate  for 
county  commissioner,  member  or  member  elect  of  a  board  of  alder- 
men, or  selectmen,  or  city  council,  or  any  executive,  administrative 
or  judicial  officer,  clerk  or  employee  of  any  branch  of  the  government 
of  the  Commonwealth  or  of  any  county,  city  or  town  ;  nor  shall  any 
such  public  officer  or  body,  or  any  member  or  member  elect  thereof 
or  candidate  therefor,  directly  or  indirectly  advocate,  oppose,  or 
otherwise  interfere  in,  or  make  any  request,  recommendation,  endorse- 
ment, requirement  or  certificate  relative  to,  and  the  same,  if  made, 
shall  not  be  required  as  a  condition  precedent  to,  or  be  in  any  way 
regarded  or  permitted  to  influence  or  control,  the  appointment,  pro- 
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motion,  reinstatement  or  retention  of  any  person  employed  or  seeking 
employment  by  any  such  corporation,  and  no  such  person  shall 
solicit,  obtain,  exhibit,  or  otherwise  make  use  of  any  such  official 
request,  recommendation,  certificate  or  endorsement  in  connection 
with  any  existing  or  desired  employment  by  a  public  service  cor- 
poration. 

Section  2.  The  offices  of  probation  officer,  notary  public  and 
justice  of  the  peace  shall  not  be  considered  public  offices  within  the 
meaning  of  this  act. 

Section  3.  Any  person  or  corporation  violating  the  provisions  of 
this  act  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  nor 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offence.  [Approved  May  5, 
1903. 


[Chapter  350.] 

An  Act  to  authorize  the  Holyoke  Water  Power  Company  to 
manufacture,  sell  and  distribute  electricity  for  power 
Purposes. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  Holyoke  Water  Power  Company,  incorporated 
by  chapter  six  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-nine, 
is  hereby  authorized  to  manufacture  electricity  for  power  purposes, 
within  the  city  of  Holyoke  and  the  town  of  South  Hadley,  and  to  sell 
and  distribute  the  same  in  any  of  the  cities  and  towns  within  the 
counties  of  Hampden  or  Hampshire,  upon  receiving  the  approval  of 
the  mayor  and  aldermen  of  any  such  city  or  of  the  selectmen  of  any 
such  town  :  provided,  however,  that  it  shall  not  sell  or  deliver  elec- 
tricity to  any  one  purchaser  in  a  quantity  less  than  one  hundred  horse 
power  at  any  time,  nor  until  it  has  made  with  such  purchaser  a 
written  contract  providing  that  such  purchaser  shall  use  such  elec- 
tricity in  his  own  business  only,  and  upon  his  own  property,  except 
that  it  may  sell  to  any  city  or  town  within  the  counties  of  Hampden 
or  Hampshire  which  has  established  or  may  hereafter  establish  a 
municipal  lighting  plant,  and  any  such  city  or  town  may  purchase  of 
said  company  electricity  in  any  quantity  and  for  any  purpose  for 
which  such  city  or  town  can  legally  use  the  same. 

Section  2.  The  supreme  judicial  court  and  the  superior  court 
shall  have  jurisdiction  in  equity  upon  application  of  the  mayor  of  any 
city  or  the  selectmen  of  any  town  in  which  electricity  shall  be  sold  as 
aforesaid  by  the  Holyoke  Water  Power  Company  to  enjoin  the  said 
company  from  violating  any  provision  of  section  one  of  this  act,  or 
to  enjoin  a  purchaser  under  such  written  contract  from  violating  the 
terms  of  said  contract. 
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Section  3.  Said  Holyoke  Water  Power  Company  may  erect  and 
maintain  necessary  poles  for  the  support  of  wires  and  may  string  and 
maintain  wires  thereon,  in,  through  or  over  any  streets  or  highways, 
subject  however  to  the  provisions  of  sections  one  to  five,  inclusive, 
of  chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty-two,  and  of  sections  twenty-six 
and  twenty-seven  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty-one  of  the 
Revised  Laws,  and  of  all  other  general  laws  now  or  hereafter 
applicable  thereto.  And  said  company  may  lay  its  wires  or  any  part 
thereof  underground,  upon  obtaining  the  same  permissions  which  are 
required  for  overhead  lines  by  the  foregoing  provisions  of  the  Revised 
Laws.  Said  company  shall  in  all  respects,  except  as  otherwise  pro- 
vided herein,  be  subject  to  all  general  laws  now  or  hereafter  in  force 
applicable  to  corporations  engaged  in  the  manufacture  or  sale  of 
electricity  for  power,  except  street  railway  companies. 

Section  4.  Unless  said  company  shall  install  a  plant  and  furnish 
electricity  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  within  three  years  after 
the  passage  of  this  act  all  rights  granted  herein  shall  cease. 

Section  5.  The  right  to  sell  or  distribute  electricity  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  cease  at  the  end  of  ten  years  after  the 
passage  of  this  act,  in  every  city  or  town  in  which  said  company 
shall  not  have  entered  upon  the  supply  and  sale  of  electricity  for 
power  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  section  one  hereof. 

Section  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.  [Ap- 
proved May  15,  1903. 


[Chapter  405.] 

An  Act  to  authorize  the  Town  of  Reading  to  elect  a  Board 
of  Public  Works  to  have  Control  of  its  Water  Works, 
Public  Lighting  and  Highways. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  The  town  of  Reading  may  at  a  regular  town  meeting 
or  at  a  special  meeting  called  for  that  purpose  elect  a  board  of  public 
works,  to  consist  of  three  members,  who  shall  hold  office,  one  for  one 
year,  one  for  two  years  and  one  for  three  years,  respectively,  from 
the  date  of  the  meeting  at  which  they  are  elected,  if  the  same  is  an 
annual  town  meeting ;  and  if  they  are  elected  at  a  special  meeting 
they  shall  hold  office  until  one,  two  and  three  years,  respectively, 
from  the  annual  meeting  next  following  their  election,  and  in  either 
case  until  their  successors  are  elected  ;  and  at  every  annual  town 
meeting  thereafter  when  the  term  of  any  member  of  said  board 
expires  the  town  shall  elect  one  member  of  said  board  to  serve  three 
years  or  until  his  successor  is  elected.  If  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the 
said  board  the  town  may  at  any  meeting  called  for  the  purpose  elect 
a  person  to  fill  the  vacancy. 
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Section  2.  The  said  board  of  public  works  shall  have  all  the 
rights,  powers  and  authority  vested  in  the  water  commissioners  of 
Reading,  all  the  powers  over  public  lighting  now  vested  in  the 
municipal  light  board  of  said  town,  and  also  all  the  rights,  powers 
and  authority  over  the  public  highways  now  vested  in  the  selectmen  ; 
and  upon  the  election  of  said  board  of  public  works  the  offices  of 
water  commissioners  and  municipal  light  board  of  said  town  shall  be 
abolished. 

Section  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  acceptance  by  the 
voters  of  the  town  of  Reading  within  three  years  after  the  passage  of 
this  act,  at  any  regular  meeting  or  at  any  special  meeting  called  for 
the  purpose.    [Approved  June  i,  1903. 


[Chapter  406.] 

An  Act  relative  to  Annual  Returns  by  Companies  engaged  in 
the  Sale  of  Gas  and  Electricity. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Section  thirty-one  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
one  of  the  Revised  Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  the 
word  14  June  in  the  fifth  line,  the  word  :  —  preceding,  —  by  striking 
out  the  words  44  first  day  of  January",  in  the  seventh  and  eighth 
lines,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  :  —  said  thirtieth  day 
of  June,  —  and  by  striking  out  the  word  "  the  in  the  eleventh  line, 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word:  —  said, — so  as  to  read  as 
follows:  —  Section  31.  Corporations  and  companies  engaged  in  the 
manufacture  and  sale  of  gas  or  electricity  for  light  or  heat  shall 
annually,  on  or  before  the  second  Wednesday  of  September,  make  to 
said  board,  in  a  form  prescribed  by  it,  a  return  for  the  year  ending 
on  the  thirtieth  day  of  June  preceding,  signed  and  sworn  to  by  its 
president  and  treasurer  and  a  majority  of  the  directors,  of  the  amount 
of  its  authorized  capital,  its  indebtedness  and  financial  condition,  on 
the  said  thirtieth  day  of  June  preceding,  its  income  and  expenses 
during  the  preceding  year,  its  dividends  paid  out  and  declared,  a  list 
of  the  names  of  all  its  salaried  officers,  and  the  amount  of  the  annual 
salary  paid  to  each,  and  the  balance  sheet  of  its  accounts  as  of  said 
preceding  thirtieth  day  of  June.  Every  such  corporation  and  com- 
pany shall  at  all  times,  upon  request,  furnish  any  information 
required  by  the  board  relative  to  its  condition,  management  and 
operation,  and  shall  comply  with  all  lawful  orders  of  said  board 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.  [Ap- 
proved  June  2,  1903. 
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[Chapter  417.] 

An  Act  to  provide  for  the  Consolidation  of  Certain  Gas  Com- 
panies in  the  City  of  Boston  and  Vicinity. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  Boston  Gas  Light  Company,  the  Brookline  Gas 
Light  Company,  the  Bay  State  Gas  Company,  the  Roxbury  Gas  Light 
Company,  the  South  Boston  Gas  Light  Company,  the  Dorchester  Gas 
Light  Company,  the  Jamaica  Plain  Gas  Light  Company  and  the 
Massachusetts  Pipe  Line  Gas  Company,  all  being  corporations 
organized  under  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  may  unite  and 
consolidate  in  one  company  in  the  manner  and  upon  the  terms  and 
conditions  hereinafter  set  forth. 

Section  2.  For  the  purpose  of  facilitating  such  union  and  con- 
solidation, Robert  Winsor,  Samuel  Carr,  James  L.  Richards,  S.  Reed 
Anthony,  Charles  G.  Smith,  Robert  E.  Townsend,  Henry  B.  Chapin. 
William  S.  Spaulding,  Neal  Rantoul  and  Charles  Augustus  Stone, 
their  associates  and  successors,  upon  complying  with  the  provisions 
of  chapter  one  hundred  and  ten  of  the  Revised  Laws  relating  to  the 
formation  of  corporations,  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  applicable  and 
not  inconsistent  herewith,  and  upon  their  acceptance  in  and  by  their 
agreement  of  association,  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  a 
corporation  under  the  name  of  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Com- 
pany, for  the  purpose  of  making,  selling  and  distributing  gas  for 
light  or  for  heating,  cooking,  chemical  and  mechanical  purposes,  with 
all  the  powers  and  privileges  and  subject  to  all  the  duties,  restrictions 
and  liabilities  set  forth  in  this  act,  and,  except  as  otherwise  provided 
herein,  in  all  general  laws  now  or  hereafter  in  force  and  applicable 
to  such  corporations,  and,  except  as  otherwise  provided  herein,  in  all 
special  laws  now  governing  the  corporations  mentioned  in  section 
one,  so  far  as  the  same  are  applicable  to  said  Boston  Consolidated 
Gas  Company  and  not  inconsistent  herewith. 

Section  3.  The  corporations  named  in  section  one  are  hereby 
severally  authorized,  upon  vote  of  two  thirds  in  interest  of  their 
stockholders,  respectively,  at  a  meeting  legally  called  for  that  pur- 
pose, to  assign,  transfer  and  convey  their  property,  locations,  rights, 
licenses,  powers,  privileges  and  franchises  except  as  may  otherwise 
be  provided  in  this  act,  to  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company, 
which  is  hereby  authorized,  when  all  the  companies  named  in  section 
one  shall  have  so  voted  and  that  fact  shall  have  duly  been  certified  to 
the  board  of  gas  and  electric  light  commissioners,  upon  vote  of  its 
incorporators  or  two  thirds  in  interest  of  its  shareholders  at  a  meeting 
legally  called  for  that  purpose,  to  acquire  the  same  as  provided  in 
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sections  four  and  five  of  this  act,  and  upon  such  assignment,  transfer 
and  conveyance  by  all  the  corporations  mentioned  in  section  one  the 
said  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company  shall  succeed  to  and  hold 
and  enjoy  the  said  property,  locations,  rights,  licenses,  powers, 
privileges  and  franchises  of  the  several  corporations  named  in  section 
one,  except  as  may  otherwise  be  provided  in  this  act ;  but  the  said 
Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company  shall  have  no  authority  to  manu- 
facture or  sell  electricity  for  light,  heat  or  power,  or  to  construct 
lines  or  conduits  for  the  distribution  of  the  same,  except  in  the  town 
of  Brookline,  in  that  part  of  the  city  of  Boston  formerly  called 
Brighton,  and  in  so  much  of  the  city  of  Boston  as  was  formerly  part 
of  the  town  of  Brookline,  without  first  obtaining  the  consent  of  the 
board  of  gas  and  electric  light  commissioners  therefor,  so  far  as  may 
be  required  by  all  general  laws  now  or  hereafter  in  force,  and  com- 
plying with  all  general  laws  applicable  thereto. 

Section  4.  Said  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company  shall  have 
authority,  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  the  property,  locations, 
rights,  licenses,  powers,  privileges  and  franchises  of  the  several 
corporations  mentioned  in  section  one,  to  issue  such  an  amount  of 
capital  stock  as  may  be  approved  by  the  board  of  gas  and  electric 
light  commissioners  as  being  equal  at  par  to  the  fair  value  of  the 
plants  and  property  of  the  several  corporations,  as  the  same  shall  be 
determined  by  said  board,  on  application  of  the  Boston  Consolidated 
Gas  Company,  after  notice  and  a  public  hearing.  Such  value  shall 
be  determined  without  enhancement  on  account  of  the  value  of 
franchises  or  earning  capacity,  or  on  account  of  exclusive  privileges 
derived  from  rights  in  the  public  streets,  or  of  good  will,  and  there 
shall  be  deducted  from  the  amounts  of  capital  stock  so  to  be  issued 
such  an  amount  as  will  equal  at  par  any  indebtedness  of  the  corpora- 
tions mentioned  in  section  one  which  may  be  assumed  by  said  Boston 
Consolidated  Gas  Company  as  hereinafter  in  this  section  provided. 

The  attorney-general,  if  he  deems  that  the  public  interest  so 
requires,  the  mayor  of  the  city  of  Boston,  the  selectmen  of  the  town 
of  Brookline,  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company,  and  any  one 
of  the  corporations  mentioned  in  section  one,  if  aggrieved  by  the 
determination  of  the  board  may,  within  fourteen  days  after  notice  of 
such  determination,  or  after  such  further  time  as  the  supreme  judicial 
court  may  allow,  appeal  therefrom  to  the  supreme  judicial  court,  and 
upon  the  filing  of  such  claim  of  appeal,  together  with  a  statement  of 
objections  to  matters  of  fact  or  law,  the  supreme  judicial  court  shall 
have  jurisdiction  in  equity  to  hear  and  determine  the  same  as  upon 
the  report  of  a  master,  and  may  enter  such  decrees  or  orders  thereon 
as  the  case  may  require,  and  may  recommit  the  matter  to  the  board 
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for  further  action  by  them  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of 
such  decree  or  order  of  recommittal. 

Said  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company  shall,  so  far  as  possible, 
acquire  all  the  stock  of  the  corporations  whose  properties  are  pur- 
chased as  provided  in  section  three,  and  the  purchase  price  of  the 
property  of  each  corporation,  whether  paid  iu  stock,  or  cash,  or  by 
the  assumption  of  indebtedness,  or  part  in  each,  shall  be  such  amount 
as  said  board  may  approve  as  being  the  fair  value  of  the  plants  and 
property  of  such  corporation  determined  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

Said  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company  shall  assume  and  pay  all 
debts  and  liabilities  of  the  corporations  mentioned  in  section  one, 
in  so  far  as  the  same  shall  not  be  paid  or  provided  for  out  of  the 
purchase  price  paid  to  said  corporations :  provided,  however,  that  the 
adjustment  and  satisfaction  of  all  debts  and  liabilities  of  said  cor- 
porations to  one  another  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  board 
of  gas  and  electric  light  commissioners. 

Said  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company  may  also,  from  time  to 
time,  for  any  lawful  purpose  but  subject  to  the  general  laws  appli- 
cable thereto,  issue  additional  stock,  and  the  limitation  as  to  the 
amount  of  the  capital  stock  of  gas  companies  organized  under  chapter 
one  hundred  and  ten  of  the  Revised  Laws  shall  not  apply  to  said 
Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company. 

Section  5.  Any  stockholder  of  any  corporation  selling  under 
authority  of  section  three  who  does  not  asseut  to  the  purchase 
authorized  by  this  act  may  within  thirty  days  after  the  day  of  the 
meeting  of  the  selling  corporation  at  which  such  sale  is  voted,  file 
with  the  clerk  of  said  corporation  a  writing  declaring  his  dissent 
therefrom  and  stating  the  number  of  shares  held  by  him  and  the 
number  or  numbers  of  the  certificate  or  certificates  evidencing  the 
same.  The  shares  of  any  stockholder  dissenting,  as  above  specified, 
may  be  valued  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  the  value  thereof  shall  in 
such  case  be  paid,  tendered  or  deposited  to  or  for  account  of  such 
stockholder  in  the  manner  following  :  —  Within  thirty  days  after  the 
filing  of  any  stockholder's  dissent,  as  above  provided,  such  stock- 
holder may  file  a  petition  in  the  supreme  judicial  court  sitting  within 
and  for  the  county  of  Suffolk,  setting  forth  the  material  facts  and 
praying  that  the  value  of  his  shares  may  be  determined.  Thereupon, 
and  upon  such  notice  to  all  parties  concerned  as  it  may  deem  proper, 
said  court  shall  pass  an  order  requiring  such  dissenting  stockholder's 
certificate  or  certificates  of  stock,  duly  endorsed,  to  be  deposited  with 
the  clerk  of  said  court,  and  shall  appoint  three  commissioners  to 
ascertain  and  report  the  value  of  such  dissenting  stockholder's  shares. 
Such  report  shall  be  made  to  the  court  as  soon  as  practicable,  and 
after  due  notice  to  the  parties  in  interest,  shall  be  confirmed  by  the 
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court,  unless  some  error  of  law  be  made  to  appear  upon  the  face  of 
the  report,  in  which  event  it  shall  be  recommitted  to  the  commis- 
sioners with  such  order  as  the  court  may  make,  or  unless  either  of 
the  parties  to  said  proceedings  shall  claim  a  trial  by  jury,  in  which 
latter  event  the  court  shall  order  the  question  of  the  value  of  the 
shares  to  be  tried  and  determined  by  a  jury  in  the  same  manner  as 
other  civil  cases  are  tried  in  that  court.  Upon  the  payment,  or 
tender,  or  deposit  of  the  value  of  said  shares,  fixed  as  aforesaid,  the 
shares  of  such  dissenting  stockholder  and  the  certificate  or  certificates 
thereof  shall  be  transferred  to  and  become  the  property  of  the  selling 
corporation,  whose  right  and  title  thereto  and  possession  thereof 
may  be  enforced  by  the  court  by  any  appropriate  order  or  process. 
Exceptions  may  be  taken  to  any  ruling  or  order  by  said  court,  to  be 
heard  and  determined  by  the  full  court  as  in  other  civil  cases.  The 
court  may  make  all  such  orders  for  the  enforcement  of  the  rights  of 
any  party  to  the  proceedings,  for  the  consolidation  of  two  or  more 
petitions  and  their  reference  to  the  same  commissioners,  for  the  con- 
solidation of  claims  for  a  trial  by  jury,  for  the  deposit  of  money  in 
court,  and  for  the  payment  of  interest  upon  the  value  of  the  stock- 
holders' shares  as  determined,  and  the  payment  of  costs  by  one  party 
to  the  other,  as  justice  and  the  speedy  settlement  of  the  matters  in 
controversy  may  require. 

Section  6.  Said  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company  shall  not 
purchase  any  gas  until  the  board  of  gas  and  electric  light  commis- 
sioners have  found  after  public  hearing  that  the  price  to  be  paid  for 
the  gas  to  be  purchased  is  less  than  it  would  cost  said  Boston  Con- 
solidated Gas  Company  to  make  its  gas  in  gas  works  of  standard 
type  properly  equipped,  suitably  situated  and  of  sufficient  capacity 
to  make  all  the  gas  required  by  the  whole  district  supplied  by  said 
company.  Said  board  may  from  time  to  time  determine  the  period 
or  periods  during  which  said  company  may  so  purchase  its  gas  at  the 
price  aforesaid  ;  and  no  contract  for  the  purchase  of  gas  for  more 
than  thirty  days  shall  be  made  without  the  approval  of  said  board. 
No  contract  which  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company  shall  make 
for  the  purchase  of  any  portion  of  its  gas  shall  in  any  respect  affect 
any  authority  conferred  on  said  board  by  this  act  or  by  section 
thirty-four  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty-one  of  the  Revised 
Laws  or  by  any  general  laws  which  may  hereafter  be  in  force  to  fix 
the  price  to  be  charged  by  said  company  for  gas. 

Section  7.  If  in  the  conduct  of  its  business  said  Boston  Con- 
solidated Gas  Company  shall  deem  it  advisable  to  sell  and  convey 
any  real  estate  conveyed  to  it  for  the  purposes  of  this  act,  or  if  any 
part  of  such  real  estate  shall  hereafter  be  taken  in  the  exercise  of  the 
right  of  eminent  domain,  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  or  sales  or  con- 
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demnation  or  taking  shall  be  applied,  with  the  approval  of  the  board 
of  gas  and  electric  light  commissioners,  to  the  payment  and  can- 
cellation of  obligations  of  the  company,  or,  with  like  approval,  to 
any  of  the  purposes  for  which  said  board  might  approve  the  issue  of 
new  capital  stock,  and,  if  not  thereby  exhausted,  to  the  reduction  of 
the  capital  stock  of  the  company  upon  such  terms  as  the  board  may 
approve. 

Section  8.  If  in  the  judgment  of  the  board  of  gas  and  electric 
light  commissioners  such  action  is  demanded  in  the  public  interest, 
said  board  shall  have  authority  to  require  said  Boston  Consolidated 
Gas  Company  to  provide,  either  by  the  repair  or  reconstruction  of 
existing  works,  or  by  the  construction  of  new  works,  works  for  the 
manufacture  of  gas  of  such  capacity  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  board 
may  be  suited  to  the  needs  of  the  whole  district  supplied  by  said 
company. 

Section  9.  Section  five  of  chapter  five  hundred  and  thirty-seven 
of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-six,  entitled  "  An 
Act  to  incorporate  the  Massachusetts  Pipe  Line  Gas  Company,"  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  word  "  shall",  in  the  ninth  and 
sixteenth  lines,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof,  in  each  instance,  the 
word  :  —  may,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows  :  —  Section  5.  If  the  com- 
pany shall  desire  for  its  pipe  lines  the  right  to  construct,  maintain 
and  operate  the  same  in  the  streets,  lanes  and  highways  of  any  city 
or  town,  it  shall  petition  the  aldermen  or  selectmen  therefor,  stating 
the  termini  of  such  pipe  line  in  such  city  or  town  with  as  much 
particularity  and  certainty  as  practicable,  and  stating  the  streets, 
highways  and  lanes  in  which  the  company  desires  to  locate  such  pipe 
line;  and  the  aldermen  or  selectmen  may  graut  that  location,  or  such 
other  location  in  such  streets,  lanes  and  highways  as  they  shall  deem 
proper.  In  the  event  that  said  aldermen  or  selectmen  shall  for  a 
period  of  thirty  days  refuse  or  neglect  to  grant  a  location,  or  if  the 
company  is  dissatisfied  with  the  location  granted,  it  may  within  sixty 
days  thereafter  appeal  to  the  board,  who,  after  such  hearing  and 
notice  as  they  shall  deem  proper,  may  grant  to  the  company  reason- 
able locations  between  said  termini  for  such  pipe  line  in  the  streets, 
lanes  and  highways  of  said  city  or  town.  Upon  the  granting  of  such 
locations  by  said  aldermen,  selectmen  or  board,  the  company  may 
lay,  construct,  maintain  and  operate  such  pipe  line  in  the  location 
granted.  Similar  rights  as  to  additional  pipe  lines  in  the  same  city 
or  town  shall  be  obtained  only  by  permission  of  the  board.  The 
company  may,  upon  obtaining  such  locations,  and  subject  to  such 
regulations  and  restrictions  in  respect  to  the  manner  and  time  of 
conducting  the  work  as  said  aldermen  or  selectmen  shall  prescribe, 
dig  up  and  open  the  ground  in  any  of  the  streets,  lanes  and  highways

of  said  city  or  town  so  far  as  is  necessary  to  accomplish  the  object 
of  the  corporation  ;  but  such  grant  shall  not  affect  the  right  or  remedy 
to  recover  damages  for  an  injury  caused  to  persons  or  property  by 
the  doings  of  the  company.  It  shall  put  all  such  streets,  lanes  and 
highways  which  are  opened  by  it  in  as  good  repair  as  they  were  when 
opened,  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  local  authorities  of  the  city  or 
town  in  which  such  streets,  lanes  or  highways  are  located,  and  upon 
failure  so  to  do  within  a  reasonable  time  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
nuisance.  In  constructing,  maintaining,  repairing  or  extending  its 
distributing  system  in  any  city  or  town  the  company  shall  be  subject 
to  all  the  restrictions,  regulations  and  liabilities  set  forth  in  section 
seventy-five  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  six  of  the  Public  Statutes, 
except  as  in  this  act  provided ;  and  in  the  construction,  maintaining, 
repairing  and  extending  of  its  pipe  lines  and  distributing  systems  it 
shall  in  all  cases  be  subject  to  the  restrictions,  regulations  and  lia- 
bilities set  forth  in  sections  seventy-six  and  seventy-seven  of  said 
chapter  one  hundred  and  six.  If  in  making  such  excavations  any 
water  or  gas  pipes,  sewers,  drains,  conduits  or  other  subterranean 
works  are  disturbed  or  interfered  with,  the  same  shall,  at  the  expense 
of  the  company,  be  restored  to  as  good  condition  as  they  were  in 
before  such  excavation.  All  locations  granted  under  this  section 
shall  be  subject  to  revocation  by  said  aldermen  or  selectmen  respec- 
tively, subject  to  the  approval  of  said  board. 

Section  10.  Section  six  of  said  chapter  five  hundred  and  thirty- 
seven  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word  "board",  in 
the  second  line,  the  words  :  — and  with  the  consent  of  the  mayor  and 
aldermen  of  any  city  or  the  selectmen  of  any  town  in  which  the 
works,  distributing  system  and  other  property  hereinafter  mentioned 
are  situated,  — so  as  to  read  as  follows  :  —  Section  6.  The  company 
may,  subject  to  approval  of  the  board,  and  with  the  consent  of  the 
mayor  and  aldermen  of  any  city  or  the  selectmen  of  any  town  in 
which  the  works,  distributing  system  and  other  property  hereinafter 
mentioned  are  situated,  and  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may 
be  mutually  agreed  upon,  and  as  may  be  approved  by  the  board, 
purchase,  lease  or  operate  the  works,  distributing  system  and  other 
property  of  any  person,  firm,  corporation,  town  or  city  engaged  in 
the  business  of  selling  or  distributing  gas,  or  any  portion  of  such 
works,  distributing  system  or  other  property  in  any  city  or  town  in 
which  the  company  has  laid  a  pipe  line  :  provided,  however,  that 
nothing  in  this  act  shall  authorize  the  company  to  issue  new  capital 
stock  or  bonds  for  the  purpose  of  such  purchase  in  excess  of  the 
amount  issued  by  the  corporation  whose  works  are  purchased  ;  and 
such  person,  firm,  corporation,  town  or  city  may  sell  or  lease  any  of 
its  works,  distributing  system  or  other  property  to  the  company  as 
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aforesaid.  The  company  may  thereupon  use  the  said  works,  dis- 
tributing system  or  other  property  for  the  purpose  of  selling  gas 
to  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  or  city  within  which  the  same  are 
situated ;  provided,  however,  that  in  case  of  any  such  purchase,  lease 
or  operating  contract,  the  prices  charged  by  the  company  to  indi- 
vidual consumers  or  for  public  lights  shall  thereafter  be  subject  to 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  board,  as  provided  by  section  nine  of  chapter 
three  hundred  and  fourteen  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred 
and  eighty-five,  and  shall  not  in  any  case  exceed  the  prices  ruling  at 
the  time  of  such  purchase,  lease  or  operating  contract;  nor  shall  the 
company  discontinue  any  portion  of  the  distributing  system  it  may 
acquire  by  any  such  purchase,  lease  or  operating  contract,  but  shall 
be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  five  of  chapter  three  hundred 
and  forty-six  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-six. 

Section  11.  So  much  of  section  seven  of  said  chapter  five  hun- 
dred and  thirty-seven  as  fixes  the  price  to  be  charged  by  the  Massa- 
chusetts Pipe  Line  Gas  Company  for  fuel  or  illuminating  gas  shall 
not  apply  to  said  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company ;  but  the  final 
limitation  of  said  section  prohibiting  the  sale  of  gas  to  individual 
consumers,  except  as  provided  in  section  six  of  said  chapter,  shall 
apply  to  it  except  in  any  city  or  town  or  division  or  district  thereof, 
if  less  than  the  whole,  where  individual  consumers  are  now  supplied 
by  its  constituent  companies,  and  any  contract  for  the  sale  of  gas  by 
said  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company  to  any  other  gas  company, 
or  to  any  city  or  town,  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  board 
of  gas  and  electric  light  commissioners.  Sections  two  and  four  of 
chapter  forty-one  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
twenty-two,  entitled  44  An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Boston  Gas  Light 
Company ",  shall  not  apply  to  said  Boston  Consolidated  Gas 
Company. 

Section  12.  The  amendments  made  by  the  three  preceding  sec- 
tions shall  not  take  effect  until  said  Boston  Consolidated  Gas 
Company  has  acquired,  as  provided  in  section  three,  the  property, 
locations,  rights,  licenses,  powers,  privileges  and  franchises  of  all 
the  corporations  mentioned  in  section  one. 

Section  13.  All  stock  of  any  corporation  mentioned  in  section 
one  received  by  said  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company  as  part  of 
the  transactions  authorized  by  this  act  shall  become  the  property 
of  said  company.  Such  stock  shall  not  be  sold,  assigned,  pledged, 
transferred  or  conveyed  in  whole  or  in  part,  by  the  purchasing  cor- 
poration, and  shall  be  non-negotiable,  and  whenever  all  the  property, 
locations,  licenses,  rights,  powers,  privileges  and  franchises  of  any 
of  the  corporations  mentioned  in  section  one  shall  have  been  trans- 
ferred to  and  vested  in  said  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company,  as 
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aforesaid,  and  the  indebtedness  of  said  selling  company  paid,  such 
selling  company  shall  be  dissolved  in  the  manner  provided  by  law 
upon  its  petition,  upon  the  petition  of  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas 
Company,  or  upon  the  petition  of  the  board  of  gas  and  electric  light 
commissioners  ;  and  the  supreme  judicial  court  shall  be  authorized, 
upon  the  petition  of  the  board  of  gas  and  electric  light  commissioners, 
to  enforce  any  provision  of  this  act. 

Section  14.  Unless  all  the  corporations  named  in  section  one 
shall  within  two  years  after  the  passage  of  this  act  convey  their 
property  to  the  said  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  within  such  further  time  not 
exceeding  three  years  as  the  board  of  gas  and  electric  light  commis- 
sioners may  for  good  cause  determine,  the  powers  conferred  by  this 
act  shall  expire  and  terminate.  Said  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Com- 
pany shall  have  no  authority  to  make,  purchase,  sell  or  distribute  gas 
or  electricity  until  it  shall,  within  the  provisions  of  this  act,  have 
acquired  all  the  property,  locations,  rights,  licenses,  powers,  privi- 
leges and  franchises  of  all  the  corporations  mentioned  in  section  one. 

Section  15.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.  [-4/>- 
proved  June  10,  1903. 


[Chapter  423.] 

An  Act  relative  to  the  Transfer  of  Stock  in  Corporations. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  The  delivery  of  a  certificate  of  stock  by  the  person 
named  as  the  stockholder  in  such  certificate  or  by  a  person  entrusted 
by  him  with  its  possession  for  any  purpose  to  a  bona  fide  purchaser 
or  pledgee  for  value,  with  a  written  transfer  thereof,  or  with  a  written 
power  of  attorney  to  sell,  assign  or  transfer  the  same,  signed  by 
the  person  named  as  the  stockholder  in  such  certificate,  shall  be  a 
sufficient  delivery  to  transfer  title  as  against  all  persons ;  bat  no  such 
transfer  shall  affect  the  right  of  the  corporation  to  pay  any  dividend 
due  upon  the  stock,  or  to  treat  the  holder  of  record  as  the  holder  in 
fact  until  it  has  been  recorded  upon  the  books  of  the  corporation,  or 
until  a  new  certificate  has  been  issued  to  the  person  to  whom  it  has 
been  so  transferred.  Such  purchaser,  upon  delivery  of  the  former 
certificate  to  the  treasurer  of  the  corporation,  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  a  new  certificate.  Stock  shall  not  be  transferred  upon  the 
books  of  the  corporation  if  any  instalments  thereon  remain  overdue 
and  unpaid.  A  pledgee  of  stock  transferred  as  collateral  security 
shall  be  entitled  to  a  new  certificate  if  the  instrument  of  transfer 
substantially  describes  the  debt  or  duty  which  is  intended  to  be 
secured  thereby.    Such  new  certificate  shall  express  on  its  face  that 
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it  is  held  as  collateral  security,  and  the  name  of  the  pledgor  shall  be 
stated  thereon,  who  alone  shall  be  liable  as  a  stockholder,  and  entitled 
to  vote  thereon. 

Section  2.  Sections  thirty-six,  thirty-seven,  thirty-eight  and 
thirty-nine  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  nine,  and,  so  far  as  they 
relate  to  the  transfer  of  stock,  section  fifty-nine  of  chapter  one  hun- 
dred and  eleven,  section  eighteen  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  twelve 
and  section  forty-two  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty-three  of  the 
Revised  Laws  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  August 
in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  three.    [Apjiroved  June  12,  1903. 


[Chapter  424.] 

An  Act  relative  to  the  Certificates  and  Returns  deposited 
with  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  by  Certain  Cor- 
porations. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  eleven  of  chapter  five  of  the  Revised  Laws  is 
hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word  "  certificates  ",  in  the 
third  line,  the  words  :  —  excepting  those  of  foreign  corporations,  — 
and  by  striking  out  the  words  "  chapter  one  hundred  and  ten  ",  in  the 
third  and  fourth  lines,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word  :  — 
law,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  —  Section  11.  He  shall  annually 
prepare,  cause  to  be  printed  and  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  January 
submit  to  the  general  court,  a  true  abstract  from  the  certificates, 
excepting  those  of  foreign  corporations,  required  by  law  to  be  de- 
posited with  him,  a  statement  of  the  names  of  all  corporations 
changed  under  the  provisions  of  sections  nine,  ten  and  eleven  of 
chapter  one  hundred  and  nine,  and  the  names  of  all  corporations 
dissolved. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  August 
in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  three.    [Approved  June  12,  1903. 


[Chapter  448.] 

An  Act  to  authorize  the  City  of  Brockton  to  light  its  City 
Stables  from  its  Electric  Lighting  Plant  in  City  Hall. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  city  of  Brockton  is  hereby  authorized  to  extend 
electric  wires  over,  under  and  across  the  streets  and  ways  therein 
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from  its  electric  lighting  plant  in  its  city  hall  building  to  its  city 
stables  for  the  electric  lighting  of  the  same. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.  [Ap- 
proved June  19,  1903. 


[Chapter  464.] 

An   Act  relative  to  the  Inspection  and  Quality  of  Illumi- 
nating Gas. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  folloivs : 

Section  1.    Section  fourteen  of  chapter  fifty-eight  of  the  Revised 
Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  words  14  and  once  addi- 
tionally for  every  six  million  cubic  feet  of  gas.  supplied  by  each  com- 
pany; but  not  oftener  than  once  a  week",  in  the  fourth,  fifth  and 
sixth  lines,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  :  —  and  as  much 
oftener  as  the  board  of  gas  and  electric  light  commissioners  may 
determine.    The  gas  of  every  company  supplying  not  more  than  three 
hundred  million  cubic  feet  annually  shall  be  inspected  at  least  once 
for  every  six  million  cubic  feet  supplied,  and  the  gas  of  every  com- 
pany supplying  more  than  three  hundred  million  cubic  feet  annually 
shall  be  inspected  at  least  once  a  week,  —  by  inserting  after  the  word 
"inspections",  in  the   thirteenth  line,  the  words: — or  on  three 
inspections  made  within  a  period  of  thirty  consecutive  days,  —  and 
by  adding  at  the  end  of  said  section,  the  words  :  — Upon  such  com- 
plaint and  after  such  notice  and  hearing  as  are  provided  for  in  section 
thirty-four  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty-one  of  the  Revised 
Laws  the  board  of  gas  and  electric  light  commissioners  may  require  a 
company  to  supply  such  a  gas  as  will  give,  when  tested  in  the  manner 
prescribed  in  this  section,  a  light  equivalent  to  such  number  of 
standard  English  candles,  not  less  than  sixteen,  as  said  board  may 
determine,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows  :  —  Section  14.    The  gas  of 
every  company  which  supplies  more  than  fifty  consumers,  except 
gas  made  and  used  exclusively  for  heating,  cooking,  chemical  and 
mechanical  purposes,  shall  be  inspected  at  least  twice  a  year,  and  as 
much  oftener  as  the  board  of  gas  and  electric  light  commissioners 
may  determine.    The  gas  of  every  company  supplying  not  more  than 
three  hundred  million  cubic  feet  annually  shall  be  inspected  at  least 
once  for  every  six  million  cubic  feet  supplied,  and  the  gas  of  every 
company  supplying  more  than  three  hundred  million  cubic  feet  annu- 
ally shall  be  inspected  at  least  once  a  week.    All  such  inspections 
shall  be  made  by  the  inspector  or  one  of  his  assistants,  and  one 
fourth  at  least  of  all  such  inspections  shall  be  made  by  the  inspector. 
The  gas  shall  be  tested  for  illuminating  power  by  means  of  a  disc 
photometer  and,  during  such  test,  shall  be  burned  from  the  burner 
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best  adapted  to  it,  which  is  at  the  same  time  suitable  for  domestic 
use,  and  at  as  near  the  rate  of  five  feet  an  hour  as  is  practicable.  If 
the  gas  of  any  company  is  found  on  three  consecutive  inspections,  or 
on  three  inspections  made  within  a  period  of  thirty  consecutive  days, 
to  give  less  light  than  sixteen  standard  English  candles,  or  to  contain 
more  than  twenty  grains  of  sulphur  or  ten  grains  of  ammonia  per 
hundred  cubic  feet  of  gas,  or  any  sulphuretted  hydrogen,  a  fine  of 
one  hundred  dollars  shall  be  paid  by  such  company  to  each  city  or 
town  supplied  by  it.  If  during  the  test  the  consumption  of  gas 
varies  from  five  feet  an  hour,  or  the  candle  from  one  hundred  and 
twenty  grains  an  hour,  a  proportionate  correction  shall  be  made  for 
the  candle  power.  Upon  such  complaint  and  after  such  notice  and 
hearing  as  are  provided  for  in  section  thirty-four  of  chapter  one 
hundred  and  twenty-one  of  the  Revised  Laws  the  board  of  gas  and 
electric  light  commissioners  may  require  a  company  to  supply  such  a 
gas  as  will  give,  when  tested  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  this  section, 
a  light  equivalent  to  such  number  of  standard  English  candles,  not 
less  than  sixteen,  as  said  board  may  determine. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.  [Ap- 
proved June  24,  1903. 


[Chapter  484.] 

An  Act  to  provide  for  licensing  Dealers  in  Coal  and  Coke. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follotvs : 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or  corpora- 
tion to  engage  in  or  carry  on  the  business  o'f  selling  coal  or  coke,  as 
principal  or  agent,  in  any  city  or  town,  at  wholesale  or  retail,  either 
by  maintaining  a  place  of  business  or  by  peddling  the  same  from 
house  to  house,  or  otherwise,  without  first  obtaining  a  license  so  to 
do  from  the  secretary  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Section  2.  Such  licenses  shall  be  granted  by  the  secretary  of  the 
Commonwealth  for  such  periods  and  upon  the  payment  of  such  fees, 
not  exceeding  five  dollars,  and  upon  such  conditions  and  terms  as 
may  be  prescribed  in  cities  by  ordinance  and  in  towns  by  by-laws. 

Section  3.  The  said  licenses  may  be  suspended  or  revoked  at 
any  time  by  the  secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  after  a  fair  hear- 
ing given  to  the  licensee,  for  using  false  weights  or  measures,  for 
charging  extortionate  prices,  for  conspiring,  combining  unlawfully 
with  other  persons,  or  unlawfully  discriminating  in  the  conduct  of 
said  business,  or  for  any  other  just  and  sufficient  reason. 

Section  4.  Any  licensee  aggrieved  by  the  suspension  or  revoca- 
tion of  his  license  may  appeal  to  any  justice  of  the  superior  court 
who  shall  hear  the  parties  as  soon  as  may  be,  and  whose  decision 
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sustaining,  modifying  or  annulling  the  action  of  the  licensing  au- 
thority shall  be  final  and  binding  upon  all  parties.  Pending  such 
appeal  and  a  decision  thereon  the  license  shall  continue  in  force. 

Section  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  licensee  as  aforesaid  to 
give  public  notice  that  he  holds  the  license  by  displaying  the  word 
u  Licensed",  and  the  number  of  his  license  at  his  place  of  business 
and  on  all  vehicles  employed  by  him  in  his  business  and  in  such  other 
manner  as  the  licensing  authority  may  direct.  It  shall  be  unlawful 
for  any  such  persons,  firms  or  corporations  not  so  licensed  to  desig- 
nate themselves  as  licensed  or  to  use  the  word  "  licensed  "  upon  any 
vehicle  or  in  any  place. 

Section  6.  Whoever  violates  any  provision  of  this  act  shall  be 
punished  by  fine  of  not  more  than  fifty  dollars  or  by  imprisonment 
for  a  term  not  exceeding  six  months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and 
imprisonment.    [Approved  June  26,  1903. 
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
